VOGEL ADVISER RECOMMENDS DEPLOYMENT AT SEA 
Frankfurt/Main FRANKFURTER ALLGEMEINE in German 9 Feb 83 pp 1-2 


/Report by ban, Bonn, 8 February 1983: ''Vogel Adviser Weizsaecker Recommends Deploy- 
ment at Sea'’/ 


/Text/ Carl Friedrich von Weizsaecker, SPD chancellor candidate Vogel's adviser 
on defense issues, presented his views on peace policy last Tuesday. They provide 
for renewed discussion of the deployment of American medium range missiles at sea 
instead of on land--as envisioned in the NATO dual resolution. Weizsaecker talked 
about his suggestions with SPD politicians Bahr, Ehmke and Wischnewski who are all 
among Vogel's election campaign aides, as well as with Eppler and Lafontaine, oppo- 
nents of former Federal Chancellor Schmidt. Weizsaecker claimed that he had arrived 
at an agreement "in principle" with these politicians, Vogel did not attend last 


Tuesday's discussions. 


In Weizsaecker's view the deployment of missiles at sea would be increasingly impor- 
tant if the Geneva negotiations on medium range missiles were to fail, because a 
genuine zero option (destruction of Soviet medium range missiles and no deployment 
of new Western weapons systems) in the meaning of the United States is hardly to be 
expected, while deployment on land is simply not feasible. This "simple logic," he 
claimed, was evident to other people also. Weizsaecker pointed out that he had al- 
ways advocated deployment at sea. Schmidt, too, had initially held this view. He 
explained that the Soviet Union should not be offered any additional strategic tar- 
gets on the Continent of Europe. Moreover, he said, the military balance of powers 
was not achievable exclusively by the deployment of equal weapons. Such a "numerical 
balance" was bound to lead to a "test of strength" and to have a destabilizing ef- 
fect. He therefore proposed changing the "structure of armament," and the West 
would then have to respond with different weapons systems in case the Geneva negotia- 


tions proved fruitless. 


Weizsaecker described as "indispensable" the success of these negotiations. The 
various peace protestations and disarmament proposals launched by Washington and 
Moscow were "opening gambits" as traditinally presented at the beginning of all nego- 
tiations. "Any agreement" in Geneva would be preferable to none--always provided 

the negotiating partners would entes into binding military obligations. An interim 
settlement without such obligations would be unacceptable as an agreement. On the 
other hand, an interim settlement amounting to a negotiated compromise would be a 
very different kettle of fish, Weizsaecker described as a meaningful consequence tte 








incorporation of medium range weapons in the negotiations on intercontinental mis- 
siles (Start). This view has gained some following among Vogel's election campaign 
aides. A unilateral Western abandonment of these weapons, not affecting other wea- 
pons systems, would "not amount to a decline in the threat of war; it might indeed 
increase such a threat. It could be considered only in the context of comprehensive 


disarmament negotiations." 


Vogel's adviser said that the United States sincerely wished for peace and was in- 
terested in negotiations. He did admit, though, that he thought views in Washington 
varied as to the possible establishment of peace. Based on the technical-economic 
superiority of the West and the declining political attraction of the Eastern sys- 
tem, some groups in the United states also called for military superiority. Weiz- 
saecker countered this by recommending that--given the same assumptions--the Soviet 
Union should not be "blackmailed" from the military aspect. If it felt cornered, 
the threat of war would definitely grow. 


Weizsaecker claims that his proposals assign "priority" to the need "to secure peace. 
The world is "filled with war and preparations for war, and nobody knows whether 
nuclear war between the superpowers can be avoided.'' Weizsaecker recalled the mood 
in the years preceding World War I. At that time artists and scholars, even politi- 
clans, were certain that war was imminent. They had been proven right. Nowadays 
also there were such voices, especially because nothing had changed in the initial 
Situation--the "conflict about dominance" between the superpowers. Weizsaecker said 
that the Federal Republic must keep loyal to the Western Alliance and the goal of 
detente. The Federal Government must "make the utmost efforts to contribute to un- 
derstanding between the superpowers." His recommendations also call for further 1li- 
mitations on arms exports. Free world trade and East-West trade are important fac- 
tors for peace. The "peace movement" is a hopeful sign. It will learn to apprecia- 
te "the possible political steps at any time of danger." Weizsaecker warned against 
the intention completely to give up nuclear weapons. An arms race with conventional 
weapons might in fact be more dangerous, in any case mor expensive and therefore 
"more socially destabilizing." Nevertheless he recommended precision weapons ca- 


pable of defense deployment.

ETA TERRORISM PROTESTED IN BASQUE REGION

[Text] Bilbao- The terrorist organization ETA Militar /Basque Fatherland 
and Liberty Group-Military/ in a telephone call made to the newspaper EGIN 
has taken responsibility for the attack which was made last Saturday against 
the Banco de Vizcaya in Bilbao, in which two employees lost their lives and 
another 10 persons were injured. The terrorists thus spoke out before the 
series of protests expected for today: a strike in the banking sector, a 
gathering in front of the site of the attack, and ~™ afternoon demonstration 
in Bilbao. Although the people who were responsible for the explosion were 
speaking of "public self-criticism” for the "regrettable event," most of the 
political parties joined in calling the ETA communique "cynical," since it 
limits itself only to analyzing the technical errors of the calamity. 


Today a general banking strike will take place in the Basque Country. It 
has been called by all the union locals of the autonomous community. Ail the 
parties, except for Herri Batasuna (Popular Unity) have called for a massive 
silent demonstration, which will take place this afternoon in Bilboa. The 
only slogan to be used, both in Basque and Spanish, is "ETA no; the people 


unite for peace." 


This is the first time that a demonstration taking place in the Basque 
Country--which has been called by all the parties, with the exeeption of 
Herri Batasuna--has used a slogan referring directly to the citizens’ revul- 
sion against the ETA. Up until now all protest initiatives had been limited 
to expressing rejection of terrorism in general; this is the first time that 
the Basque people, in silence, are convoking a demonstration of this kind. 


A spokesman of the ETA-Military telephoned last Saturday evening to the news- 
paper EGIN to claim responsibility for the attack against the Banco de 
Vizcaya. The anonymous voice stated that in the telephone call which the 
terrorist organization had made to the banking institution they had warned the 
telephone operator about the exact location of the briefcase containing the 
explosive, and at the same time they indicated that the bag should not be 


handled by anyone. 














After emphasizing that the explosion "only could have happened because someone 
touched the brietcase, ignoring our phone call, or because of the irresponsi- 
bility of the bank's security service, "the ETA made a self-criticism that, 
tar trom implying a desire not to commit any more political acts of this 

type, limits itself to apologizing for the consequences of the tragedy. 


Thus, the terrorist organization states that "we must put it on record that 
these explanations are not justifications of our responsibility, nor do they 
excuse us for action which has caused such grie: and suffering for the working 
class and for the Basque people in general. We are ctiticizing ourselves public- 
ly, we are showing solidarity with the emotion which is now gripping the 
families of those affected by this regrettable event." 


Indignation from the Parties 


The political parties evidenced incredulity and scepticism about the ETA-m's 
desire for a dialogue after the attack against the Banco de Vizcaya, and they 
also revealed their indignation after reading the communique from the 'milis." 


The president of the Basque government, Carlos Garaikoetxea, told EL PAIS 
that the communique mentioned involves "only a relative degree of self- 
criticism,'' since it confines itself to technical explanations "without 
giving any thought to the significance of an attack of this magnitude." The 
"lendakari" admitted he had his suspicions that the technical self-justifica- 
tion of the ETA-m is due to the "criminal consequences" of the attack. 'The 
ETA already should know at this point that if it leaves a briefcase in a bank 
with explosives inside it, it is only natural that an employee might pick it 
up or a child give it a kick.” 


The spokesman of the PNV /Basque Nationalist Party/ Juan Carlos Isasti, 
expressed himself along the same line, since in his opinion, the communication 
from the ETA "is more than an apology than a self-criticism." This nation- 
alist leader said that "the result of an act is a consequence of the methods 
used. If they accept their responsibility in an action of this type, they 
should use methods so that these tragic events do not happen again. If it had 
been real self-criticism, the ETA should have ended their communication by 
announcing that they were not going to commit any more similar actions. It 
could have been a bloodbath." Euskadikc Ezkerra /Basque Left/ characterized 
the message sent by the ETA-m in the communique by which it claimed responsi- 
bility for the attack as "cynical and hypocritical." Javier Markiegui told 
this newspaper that "there no longer is any doubt about the responsibility for 
this atrocity; for the perpetrators of the slaughter to express their 
solidarity with the feelings of the families and the citizens seems to us to 
be completely cynical." The Basque Left leader stressed that 'verbal self- 
criticism is worthless if it is not accompanied by a pledge to stop the 
dynamics of the war. It is not enough to assume responsibility for an act-- 
moreover, watering it down with a great many technical explanations--if they 
do not put a stop to all the reasons by which they try to justify this process 
of terror. Self-criticism of a specific action is useless without self— 
criticism of militarism, which the source from which this act has arisen." 

The Basque Socialist Party agreed with Basque Left in characterizing the 














ETA-m communique as typical of "a brutal cynicism." The Socialist spokes- 
woman, Ana Miranda, stated: "First they murder, and then they criticize 
themselves because something did not turn out the way they had hoped. it 

is obvious that Herri Batasuna /Popular Unity/ supports the ETA-military, 
and that the ETA-military kills; I don’t know who they are trying to deceive, 
but it should be increasingly clear to the Basque people who is prepared to 
carry on a dialogue, and who is not trying to do anything but impose their 
views by using bloody methods." 


* * * * 


The Basque Country, and particularly Bilbao, will today hold a day of mourn- 
ing and protest because of the armed attack against the headquarters of the 
Banco de Vizcaya in this city. The attack, which was carried out on Saturday 
by the ETA-Military, caused the death of two employees, and injured 10 other 
people. The political parties reacted yesterday with great indignation to 
the communique from the terrorist organization in which it took responsibility 
for the attack and regretted its fatal consequences. The "self-criticism" 
from the ETA-m was limited to the "technical error" of their action. 


Today's program will be full of events, since a general strike of banking 
throughout the Basque territory is being called, as well as a rally at 11:30 
am in front of the place where the attack took place. One hour later a reli- 
gious ceremony will be held in Bilbao, which will be attended by two govern- 
ment ministers and the "lendakari," Carlos Garaikoetxea. Finally, at 1930 hours 
a demonstration will be held in this same city, sponsored by all the Basque 
parties except for Herri Batasuna. Perhaps this ceremony will have the most 
polital significance, since for the first time the Basque people have been 
called to demonstrate against the ETA in an explicit way. The only pre- 
dominant slogan of the demonstration will be "ETA no; the people united for 


peace." 


The two fatal victims of the attack, the teller Ramon Iturriondo, and office 
worker Anibal Izquierso, were buried yesterday afternoon in the towns of 
Santuchu and Somorrostro respectively. 


Also, yesterday it became known that in the early hours of Sunday morning 
a bomb exploded in the restroom of the Kuliska restaurant, in the Guipuzcoa 
town of Zarauz. Several adjacent buildings were affected.

DIRECTOR SEES DIFFICULT YEAR AHEAD FOR TRADING COMPANY

Text] The year 1982 was not an easy year for the Royal Greenland 
Trading Company seeing that the general economic recession is 
gradually having its effect on various areas of the enterprise. 


Not least in connection with our requests for grants for the purchase of the 
necessary special tonnage for the service of Greenland did we encounter an 
unprecedented number of difficulties. This had, finally, the effect that the 
means had to be provided by way of private financing. Contrary to the previous 
cash financing by the state, this practice will be reflected in higher freight 


rates in the coming years. 


The recession had also had its effect in other areas in that, much to our re- 
gret, we have experienced the postponement of a number of construction projects 
as a result of the general retrenchment efforts. In addition, it has been 
necessary to postpone indefinitely the construction of harbors and other pro- 
jects which were to have been carried out with aid from the EC. 


The increasing operational expenditures, energy costs as well as other opera- 
tional costs, combined with the rapidly increasing wages in Greenland, have 
caused considerable increases in postal rates as well as in freight rates and 
passenger traffic rates. Unless action is taken, this development may, un- 
fortunately, be expected to continue. 


Within the supply sector, grants have previously been made under the budget 

for reduction of the prices of a number of goods used by whalers and sealers 
and within the fishing industry and of certain vital foods as well as coal 
traded in East and North Greenland. However, these subsidies have now been re- 
duced to such an extent that they no longer have any effect. 


In order for us to be able to continue selling these kinds of commodities at 
reasonable prices and, altogether, serving the outlying districts and settle- 
ments, where low rates of turnover, etc., create relatively higher operational 
costs, in a reasonable manner, they will have to understand that the Royal 
Greenland Trading Company cannot give up further market shares in the major 
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towns and in all coasta!l areas. It is, of course, here that N 
large, and it is here that the stocks in trade are sold qiickly, ana the profits 
will have to he made. 

The anti-sealskin campaign continues to have a very ruinous effect on the de- 
mand for sealskin, which has meant steadily declining prices. Unfor*unately, 
this trend seems to be spreading, also to the prices of fox and bear skins. 


On the whole, the year 1982 was a poor year for the industries which are based 
on the living resources of the sea. Stagnant prices of Greenland exports in 
world markets combined with limited supplies of raw materials from local fisher- 
men as a result of the long and severe winter followed by a long period of field 
ice have made it impossible to get the proceeds and expenditures of the indus- 
tries concerned to balance, also because raw material prices and the SIK 
[Greenland Confederation of Labor] wages increased at a higher rate than the 


proceeds of the industries. 





In 1942, it will become necessary for all of us to tighten our belts. Instead, 
will have to make an extra effort toward increased production and im- 


proved efficiency within all spheres of work.

GTO DIRECTOR ENCOURAGED BY EMPLOYMENT PICTURE IN 1983

Organization] 


[Text] Under the budget adopted shortly before Christmas, the Danish 
state grant of approximately 450 million kroner for building and con- 
struction activities in 1983 remained uncut, and the grant has the 
same real value as in 1982. On the other hand, loans and grants 
totaling 125 million kroner from the H for building and construction 
activities are approximately 25 million kroner higher than in 1982. 


The employment prospects within the building and construction sector should, in 
other words, become somewhat better in 1983 than in 1982. 


During the past year, there has been some criticism of the practice followed 

by GTO in connection with invitations for bids. Both politicians and contractors 
have claimed that, by increasing the competition, GTO has disregarded the possi- 
bilities of providing employment for local labor. 


At the same time, over the years, there has been a steady criticism of building 
costs in Greenland, which were considered too high and which, consequently, 
among other things, led to unnecessarily high rents. 


It is this criticism, which has been going on for years, that has led to the 
changed practice in connection with invitations for bids. In addition to local 
contractors, GTO now also invites contractors from other towns and, in some 
instances, contracting firms sent out from Denmark to submit bids for the major 


contracts. 


In the course of the last couple of years, the increased competition resulting 
from this practice has caused such favorable prices that GTO has ‘saved’ approx- 
imately 25 million kroner on an annual basis, or put in other words: Greenland 
has got 25 million kroner more worth of construction work for the grants which 


have been available. 


That corresponds, for example, to the construction of an additional 50 housing 
units annually for the same money, 
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One would be inclined to believe that the snare in the work of 
sent out from Denmark would then have increased, but that has no 
case. However, the increased competition has had the effect tha 
have kept their bids at reasonable levels.

Under the Greenland Parliament Act No. 1, which took effect in January 1981, 
employment of local labor has been ensured. Under the act, a contractor must 
have the permission of the municipal manpower committee if he wants to employ 
labor sent out from Denmark. In this way, by enforcing the law, the municipali- 
ties are able to provide employment for their local unemployed labor force, 


regardless of the contractor carrying out the building and construction work.

WAGNER COMMITTEE PINPOINTS INDUSTRIAL SECTORS 
The Hague ANP NEWS BULLETIN in English 27 Jan 83 pp 1-2 


{Text} The Hague, January 26--A government-appointed study group today pin- 
pointed industrial sectors which could contribute to a reindustrialisation 


to restore the Dutch economy. 


The group, headed by former Royal Dutch/Shell Group President Gerrit Wagner, 
recommended in its second report a joint approach by government and business 
to stimulate these sectors. 


It said government investment in railways, motorways, waterways and ports 
should be stepped up considerably. 


It listed the following sectors as offering good prospects: transit trade, 
farming and food industries, construction, hydraulic engineering and infra- 
structural projects, the offshore industry, chemical processing, office 
systems, telecommunications and media, means of transport, medical tech- 
nology, production-control systems, consumer electronics, environmental pro- 


tection and defence equipment. 


These sectors account for 35% of Holland's present exports, it noted. 


Cooperation Vital 


The group explained it had drawn up this list after extensive talks with 

scient’sts, entrepreneurs and other experts, but warned it could not guaran- 
tee that all these activities would prove to be promising. But it felt that 
the chances of success depended on the extent of cooperation between govern- 


ment, business and research. 


It cited businessmen as saying that government should create room for prom- 
ising industry through non-financial activities, such as information, can- 
vassing, training, labour market and purchasing policies. 


Government subsidies made available for research at universities and insti- 
tutes like the Netherlands Organisation for Applied Physical Research (TNO) 
should be spent on more promising activities. Moreover, direct financial 
support could be given via tax breaks and subsidies. 
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The report said government was investing toollittle in railways, motorways, 
waterways, ports, land reclamation, sewage systems, and cleaning up pol- 
luted soil. Such investments should be raised by several hundreds of mil- 
lions of guilders a year for each sector, it said. 


Trainee Schemes 


The report proposed employment contracts for apprenticeship periods only at 
wages commensurate with trainee's performance. 


It suggested that government and industry should share the cost of training. 
Business responsibility for practical or vocational training should be laid 
down in vocational training legislation. 


The report urged the government to reduce electricity rates for industry to 
bring them in line with prices in other countries. It described previous 
cuts as insufficient. 


The so-called Wagner Committee published its first report, entitled "A new 
élan", on June 6, 1981.

RAIL STRIKE TESTS LABOR UNION STRENGTH 


Trade Union Claims Success

[Excerpts] The Labor Union Federation of Railroad Workers said yesterday 
that the strike against the CP [Portuguese Railroad Company] "was a great 
success, with total participation in many work places and between 75 and 

90 percent in others." However, as a whole the participation was not, 
according to the same source, over 70 percent of about 17,000 workers 
covered by the prior notification of work stoppage. The strikes are calling 
for the satisfaction of their economic demands in the framework of the 
collective work agreement negotiations. 


The 24-hour strike on the CP caused that, according to the federation, there 
was no river traffic between the capital and Barreiro, sector where the 
participation was total, and that in the entire southern area only some 
trains circulated in Algarve and the number of cars on the Cascais line was 


reduced. 


Labor union leaders and management agreed in the reports as to the circula- 
tion of trains, and it is not known what was the percentage of participation 
in the strike according to the data of the firm's administration which 


employs approximately 23,000 workers. 


A labor union leader pointed out that "even in the areas where the circulation 
was seemingly normal, this was possible only by using workers affiliated to 
other labor unions who in many cases replaced the striking railroad workers." 
He added that "in the northern zone 80 trains were eliminated." 


The Labor Union Federation of Railroad Workers said that yesterday's strike 
was called to "force the council of the management to negotiate its proposal 
of general salary increases,"' and pointed out that the firm's administration 
offers a general salary increase of only 14 percent, while the labor unions 


are demanding 28 percent. 


A communique issued by the Labor Union Federation accuses the management 
council of opting for "a position of force, such as the ones existing before 
25 April," adding that "railroad workers want to resolve the conflict at the 


negotiating table, by a dialogue." 
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Failure Claimed

[Excerpts] Contrary to the version published by the Railroad Workers 
Federation, the strike at the CP yesterday was a failure. 


As a matter of fact, only the Cascais line and the river connection with 
Barreiro and the southern region have been affected at all. 


The failure of this strike was stressed even more by the fact that the 
Machinists and Station Railroad Workers unions did not join the strike, thus 
permitting the maintenance of the necessary security conditions in the 
majority of the scheduled circulation.

"DILATORY' EEC TACTICS ON INTEGRATION SCORED

[Excerpts] Joao Salgeiro, in a less open but still quite clear phrase, said 
that only with a great deal of good will is it possible to understand "that 
the constant mention of the EEC's internal difficulties and the interminable 
discussions of technical problems do not mean a lessening of interest on the 
part of Community in Portugal's entry." The minister of finance and planning, 
who has not shown that he is really pessimistic, finally recognizes that the 
Ten, faced with a serious economic crisis are tempted to postpone--no one 
knows how long--the extension of the Community to the south of Europe. The 
Greek balance, made a few days ago, will not represent an incentive to do so. 


It seems obvious, if we are to believe the often repeated assertions, that 
there is no lack of "political will" between the negotiating parties. How- 
ever, the development of the process proves that, first of all, questions of 
economic nature are being raised. As Freitas do Amaral ironically said, we 
are not dealing merely with the case of accounting of fruit, wines and 
vegetables. In the meantime, no one any longer tries to disguise the fact 
that the integration of the Iberian countries into "golden Europe" is 
hampered, above all, in the field of Mediterranean products. For good or 
evil, countries like France and Italy are trying, above al". to protect the 
immediate interests of their agricultural producers and their economies, even 
at the cost of the beautiful dream of "European union." 


The weakness or specific nature of the Portuguese and Spanish economies 

cannot justify, really, the dilatory position of Brussels. The Community 
crisis which is affected by the effects of world recession, to a certain 
degree reflects the generalized protectionist tendency that prevails in the 
EEC member states. It is also the result of an orientation from the beginning 
directed basically to a common agricultural policy in detriment to the 
relative attention given to the strategic industrial sector. The structural 
maladjustment of the Community, as Andreas Papandreou alleged, will be 
tomorrow in the twelve, as yesterday it was in the Six and is now in the Ten. 


Therefore, the solutions will have to be found for solving the problem within 
the EEC itself. 


For the time being the extension of the Community to the south appears to be 
more or less blocked. What attitude are the Portuguese authorities to take? 
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Well, as soon as possible, to end with ambiguities of the negotiations. 
As the Spanish Government recently did, it is important to ask the EEC to 
define, as soon as possible, what are the real possibilities of the 

entry of Portugal. This being a matter of state, to which the entire 
country is committed, the Portuguese need to knew clearly how to orient 


their future.

INFLATION IN 1982--The rate of inflation in Portugal in 1982 was 22.4 percent 
as compared with last year, excluding the housing sector. This was announced 
yesterday by the National Statistics Institute (INE). Food and beverages, 
which suffered price increases of 24.1 percent, and represent over 50 per- 
cent of the consumer price index, decisively contributed to this increase. 
The category of "miscellaneous" showed an increase of 22.7 percent and 
included products and services connected with health and hygiene, and also 
tobacco. Clothing and shoes, according to INE data, was the sector showing 
the least increase (15.6 percent), while housing expenses suffered an in- 
crease of 20.1 percent. INE stresses that there were three phases in the 
behavior of prices during 1982. The first was characterized by rapid in- 
creases, which reached 3.5 percent a month. The second phase--about the 
second quarter--was characterized by a relative stabilization reflected in a 
monthly increase of 0.3 percent. In the third pahse--last quarter of 1982-- 
the prices increased by some 2 percent a month. [Text] [Lisbon DIARIO DE

TRADE WITH LUSOPHONE AFRICA--Exports of Portugal to its former colonies 
reached close to 20 million contos in 1981. This amount represents more than 
double the sales by Portugal to all the other countries of the African 
continent (9.4 million contos).

NEW SOCIAL SECURITY MEASURES PLACE ONUS ON WORKER 


Madrid EL PAIS in Spanish 21 Jan 83 p 43 


[Text] New social security measures approved by the last Council of Ministers 
call for a greater effort on the part of workers, who will see their contri- 
butions increased by 14.4 percent, as opposed to a 13 percent increase in 
business's share. This does not mean, however, that the government intends 

to "penalize" workers, according to a statement yesterday by Segismundo Crespo, 
undersecretary of labor and social security, at a press conference, where he 
explained the reasoning behind the decrees on social security, the interoc- 
cupational minimum wage, and pensions. Business's satisfaction was apparent 
yesterday, while the CC 00[Workers Commissions] and the uGT [General Labor 

Union} have expressed their disapproval of some of these measures. 


Minimum taxable levels for social security have been raised, as a result of 
amendments to the decree, by 13 percent, while maximum levels in each category 
have also been raised, in this case by 21.70 percent. This is an attempt, 
according to Luis Garcia de Blas, secretary general of social security, to 
bring contributions into line with real wages, as prescribed by the General 
Social Security Law. The lower increase in minimum levels attempts to 
approximate the rise in the cost of living index and wage levels, taking as its 
base the increase in interoccupational minimum wages. 


On the other hand, the increase in maximum levels attempts to achieve a 
redistributive effect, since the highest wages were those most likely to 

escape taxation. Along the same lines of approximating real wage levels, there 
is the pro-ration of all income received on a longer-than-monthly schedule, 
including such items as payment of benefits or contract arrears. 


Tax Rate Reduction P 


The rate of payment for ordinary working time has dropped by 1.50 points, from 
the 32.10 percent now in effect to 30.60 percent. This rate reduction benefits 
employers only. Nevertheless, the tax rate has been for unstructured raised, 
that is, overtime hours not absolutely necessary for technical reasons, in 
which latter case they continue at the current rate. In the former case, the 
rate rises from 24 to 30.60 percent, thus matching the rate in effect for 
ordinary working hours. Both these measures are intended to increase opportuni- 


ties for the creation of new jobs. 
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The unemployment tax rate has been raised by 9.39 points. In this case, the 
increase falls much more heavily on workers, who will contribute 9.32 points 
as opposed to business's share of 0.07 points. The rate for the Guaranteed 
Wage Fund will rise by 9.30 points, to be paid entirely by business. 


Segismundo Crespo and Luis Garcia de Blas assured reporters that raising the 
rates represented an effort to balance the existing deficit in these areas. 
Other sources indicated that the tax hikes would still be insufficient to meet 
those objectives. In this sense, it must be said that estimates by the last 
administration to cover the deficit in the Guaranteed Wage Fund were based on 
a rate hike of more than one point. 


Finally, the tax rate for professional training will be lowered by 9.10 points, 
to the benefit of business only. These changes in the rates, according to 
assurances by personnel at the labor and social security office, will reduce 

the effective rate pressure on business, which will see its contributions re- 
duced by 9.42 points. Workers, on the other hand, will have to increase their 
contributions by 0.53 percent. This, according to a note from the labor depart- 
ment's technical office, "is in line with our electoral program, since it 
decreases the effective pressure on business's labor costs, thus encouraging 


the creation of new jobs." 


The new measures grouped in the projected decree were greeeted with evident 
satisfaction by the CEOE,Spanish Confederation of Business Organizations, and 
may give a significant twist to labor negotiations. Nonetheless, Segismundo 
Crespo indicated yesterday that both labor unions and employers knew the content 
of the project sufficiently well in advance, adding that he did not understand 
why it had the effect it did on the meetings regarding the Inter-Confederation 
Agreement. The CEOE denied these allegations, saying that its knowledge of the 


decree had been imcomplete. 


In a communique published yesterday, the CEOE indicated that the amendments 
implied a "softening with respect to the proposals and criteria that had been 
put forward earlier," and insisted upon the need to carry out social security 
reforms to correct a situation that raises business's costs above those of 


countries belonging to the OECD. 


As far as the interoccupational minimum wage goes, which was set at 1.072 
pesetas a day, Segismundo Crespo singled out the novelty of eventual twice-a- 
year reviews and compensation of vacation time for temporary workers, and he 
assured reporters that both the unions' and the employers’ points of view had 
been taken into consideration. Yesterday the CC O00 and the UGT each published 
a communique in which they expressed their disapproval of the amounts set by 


the government.

SURVEY OF WEAKNESS IN ELECTRICAL, BANKING SECTORS

[Text] The stock markets lost some of their momentum in yesterday's sessions 
in the face of a major show of caution by buyers; this phenomenon found a 
parallel in increased sales orders. The role of Telefonica and CEPSA turned 
out to be providential, since the former company recovered part of the dividend 
it had discounted, while the later managed to sustain a good share of its 


momentum. 


Banks and electric utilities were the companies most affected by the ill wind, 
and in spite of the good will shown by a large proportion of the most qualified 
specialists, the most that could be achieved was a few generally neutral, or 


barely positive, results. 


Residual demand in electric utilities continued to center with some clarity 

to two stocks. Shares of Hidroelectrica del Cantabrico and Electricas Reunidas 
de Zaragoza are sought after with surprising intensity by the representatives of 
two banks, who have shown no particular concern that their actions might be some- 
what barefaced, nor that they might be resulting in somewhat exaggerated in- 
creases in the price of these stocks. 


The syndrome of public offerings of electric shares appears to be the front 

line of considerably broader operations, which may end by redefining the 
country's electricity map. In this sense, stock market experts believe that 
these two companies are the most vulnerable to operations of this type. Thus, 
the buying posture of the two banks is exacerbating the expectations that short- 
term operators have founded on the two electric companies. 


With respect to banking stocks, the Madrid market ended on a discreetly negative 
note, though not so negative as to cause excessive worry. Nevertheless, owners 
of such shares showed surprising caution, and slight drops in Banesto and 
Popular were interspersed with stable prices for Hispano and Santander. The 
other three members of the "club of seven" showed slight improvement, but none 


of it significant. 
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The Banco de Bilbao yesterday closed its capital expansion. Its certificates 
sold yesterday for 109 pesetas on the Madrid market. Today's operations, in 
the context of a rather erratic market which has seen such contrary results 
as those of the end of the previous session followed by the beginning of the 
current one, or those moments of depression through which the market has 
passed, have been followed by a certain "induced" euphoria. All in all, the 
result of the operations cannot be considered unfavorable, although it will 
be necessary to wait for adjusted assessments of operations once the sub- 
scription period has closed. 


With regard to expectations and comments circulating on the floor yesterday, 
those raised by President Felipe Gonzalez's speech yesterday before the 
television cameras were the major topic of interest.

CHANGE IN ATTITUDES FAVORABLE TO EEC ENTRY

{[Text] Brussels--"A very positive ‘review’ of the Community's attitude is 
going on, especially in France, as regards the negotiation on Spain's joining 
the European communities." This was stated yesterday by Manuel Marin, secretary 
of state for relations with the EEC, at the end of the 24th negotiating session 
on the deputy level, and the 27th general one on the entry of Spain into the 
Common Market: the first substantive event since the PSOE [Spanish Socialist 
Workers Party] came to power. In the December ministerial meeting headed by 
the Spanish Minister for Foreign Affairs, Fernando Mcran, there was no inter- 
change of documents; the then recently appointed socialist foreign minister 
limiting himself to confirming the Spanish government's desire to conclude 

the negotiation on Spain's joining the EEC before the present legislative 
session ends, that is, by 1986 at the latest. The Community document on com 
mercial relations with the third countries (neither members or candidates) of 
the Mediterranean area stipulates that “exploratory conversations" should be 
stepped up between the EEC and the countries of the Mediterranean area with 
whom the Community has signed agreements of association, or to whom it grants 
general preferences, when their exports to the EEC could be affected by the 
entry into the Common Market of Spain, and although to a lesser degree, of 


Portugal. 


"These negotiations (EEC-third Mediterranean countries)", said the secretary 
of state, Marin, "will take place in a ‘parallel way' to the negotiations on 
Spain and Portugal's joining." The simultaneous course of the "conversations" 
mentioned above and the Spain-EEC "negotiations," as well as the fact that there 
is no pre-judgment in the EEC statement about the result of the conversations 
with the Mediterranean countries, and that “no element of interdependency is 
established between the two negotiations," said Marin, "I interpret as a 
‘signal’ of a more favorable attitude toward the Spanish candidacy on the part 
of the Community, and especially by the French, who are the ones who were pre- 
viously trying to link the results of the negotiations with Spain to the solu- 
tion of the problems with the third Mediterranean countries." 


The EEC document on the textile sector, added Manuel Marin, has two parts to it. 
The first, which is positive, is implied by the simple existence of the document. 
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"In fact,’ said Marin, "Spain wants to put ‘all’ the items to be negotiated 
on the table, although the respective points of view are very far apart." 


The second aspect of the textile document is negative. "This is a document 
which is very hard-line and unacceptable to Spanish interests, since the EEC 
has completely ignored the Spanish petition to fix quotas on EEC exports to 
our market, regarding the seven products which make up 90 percent of the total 
of these exports." 


Finally, Marin stated that he considered it very probable that the fisheries 
negotiations would soon be unblocked. "The system of work," he stated, "is 
taking shape, and will do so even more after the coming month of March, once the 
political unknowns which are involved in the German legislative elections and 


the French municipal elections are clarified."

INCREASED TOURISM ESSENTIAL TO BOLSTERING ECONOMY

[Text] A preliminary estimate of the economic results of the tourist season 
assures us that the final balance for 1982 was favorable. In some areas, it 
was the best season ever recorded. Without question, an economy experiencing 
great difficulties, like Spain's, has again been greatly benefited by tourism, 
and has even been able through the effects of this activity to make up for some 
part of the imbalances and losses which many sectors and branches of production 


have suffered. 


However, it should be noted that the performance of the two segments of tourist 
demand has been unequal. That is: side by side with significant expansion in 

foreign tourism, tourist movements of residents, or movements within the country 
have continued to be a phase of stagnation, with a certain amount of decline in 
real terms occurring in some figures such as tourist consumption by the Spanish 


people. 


An analysis of available data on foreign demand shows the following results: 
the number of visitors reached 42 million entries. This means that the top 
figures of 1978 and 1981 have been surpassed. In relative terms, this means a 
4.7 percent increase in arrivals. However, if we go into the data more deeply, 
the results are still more favorable, since if we break down the trips by 
nationalities and means of transport used, we can eliminate "noise" and errors 
in statistical interpretation, giving appropriate weight to the movements of 
excursionists or persons who do not stay in the national territory for at least 
one day. As a result, correcting the number of arrivals, it was calculated that 
the strictly tourist component increased by more than 8 percent during 1982. 

We have verified this percentage using other pieces of information and statis- 


tics about overnight stays and entries. 


On the other hand, using the statistical data, studying both the physical units 
and the economics of domestic tourism, it can be deduced that this component 
of the demand has had negative results, which in a preliminary approximation can 
be figured as undergoing a decline of from 1 to 2 percent as regards the amount 
spent. In quantitative terms, in view of the greater importance of domestic 
demand in overall touristic consumption and in the income generated by this 
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activity, it can be established on the basis of preliminary estimates that the 
overall results of tourism in Spain amounted to a real increase of between 3 
and 4 percent in 1982. If this is compared with any of the figures being 
shown for the increase in the Spanish economy in 1982, which is set at between 
0.5 and 1.3 percent, it shows the important role played by tourism in helping 
to support a precarious economy--and in the past fiscal year this came almost 
exclusively from the foreign "sector." 


It can be determined when these results are considered jointly that tourism's 
share in making up Spain's Gross National Product has risen in 1982 from a 
9.6 percent to a 10 percent contribution. This is easy to prove on observing 
that, while the economy in general has remained "stagnant", tourist activity 
grew by a rather significant amount--particularly because of the effects of 
foreign demand. 


It is obvious that there is a great risk and technical difficulty in computing 
these coefficients, because of the inadequacy and weakness of the statistics. 
However, the research which the Spanish Institute for Tourism has been carrying 
on for several years allows the use of multiple models and other information to 
add to the basic statistics; these in themselves are able to verify some of the 
information which may seem very unreliable. Objectively, the method used in 
estimating and determining the economic value of tourism consists of the squaring 
of a group of double entry tables, in which all the factors must be structured 

in a way similar to putting together a "jigsaw puzzle." A useful instrument 

in that research process is the "Input-Output" table of the tourist economy. 


If the income from tourism valued in pesetas is studied in real terms, it will 
show that an important increase has taken place, which amounts to 7.2 or 5.7 
percent, depending on whether the IPC (Consumer Price Index) or an index of 
tourist prices is used as a deflator. It has been calculated that the latter 
index rose in 1982 more than the first. However it is done, a noticeable 
increase in terms of real consumption can be seen, if income from tourism of 
Account A.5. (Tourism and Travel of the cash record of the Bank of Spain) is 
considered to be representative. 


It is also important not to forget the amount of income in foreign exchange 
is a very significant factor in the balance sheet of the past season. If the 
total is expressed in dollars, the increase only reaches a figure somewhat 


greater than 4 percent. 


This is quite a mediocre result, as we understand it. But it should be remem- 
bered that the dollar's appreciation, together with the system commonly used to 
express in dollars the equivalent value of all foreign currency exchanged for 
pesetas, distorts the real picture, confusing the real movement of foreign ex- 
change, since the dollars taken in are only one part of this. Therefore, if 

we substitute for the dollar a unit of tourist account (UCT), which would 
express--weighted by its rate of exchange and by its importance in the total 

of revenue--the joint total of the foreign currency changed into pesetas, the 
increase in income from foreign exchange during 1982 would have been on the 
order of 14 percent. A very different amount from the one obtained if income 
is presented in dollars. This difference is due to the well-defined depreciation 
of the peseta as against the dollar and as against foreign currency as a whole. 
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[t is not possible to draw up a complete balance sheet of an activity which is 
so complex and gives rise to so many economic effects in a brief newspaper 
article. But before concluding, we must highlight some other results which, 
because of their significance, characterize the season just past as an excellent 


one. 


In the first place, it must be stated that the rate of coverage of the commer- 
cial deficit and of imports through income derived from tourism improved sub- 
stantially. That was why it should always be remembered that tourism plays an 
important role in the general coverage of the foreign deficit in the balance 


of payments. 


Also, tourism has indirectly continued to bring in other foreign currencies 

to help the balance of payments: first, through the balance of services, where 
the export of international trips has increased; and then in the capital 
balance, if the important heading of foreign investment in real estate specially 
devoted to tourist activity is taken into account. An estimate of both items 
gives an approximate value of more than 1 billion dollars to this additional 
foreign exchange income from tourism.

SOVIET COMMENTATOR DISCUSSES U.S. MILITARY ROLE IN GREENLAND

[Text] The Soviets have with satisfaction noted Jonathan Motzfeldt's 
statement to the effect that “Greenland must be a peace center in the 
arctic region.” But since it is not the Greenland government which is 
in charge of the country's foreign policy and defense policy, the 
responsibility for the build-up of the U.S. attacking force in Green- 
land rests with the Danish government. 


A glance at the map is sufficient to comprehend the desire on the part of the 
United States to have strategic bases in Greenland. Greenland is closer to the 
Soviet Union than any other West European country in the arctic regions. So 
far, successive Danish governments have shamefully suppressed the nature of 

the U.S. military presence in Greenland. They have, at the most, made general 
statements to the effect that the American bases have only “defense functions" 
and, incidentally, are supervised by the Danish authorities. The said claim 
has never appeared particularly convincing. Now, it has been thoroughly under- 


mined. 


The book "Greenland--the Gem of the Mediterranean" exposes claims in support 

of which much evidence has been presented that the purpose of the bases is to 
protect Greenland, Denmark, and the United States against Soviet attack. It 
now turns out that the purpose of at least three main elements of the U.S. 
military apparatus in Greenland is to ensure the success of acts of aggression 
carried out anywhere in the world by the United States itself or by allies such 


as Israel, Honduras or South Africa. 


Much of this has also previously been known in the form of individual, scattered 
pieces of information which it has only now been possible to piece together in 
a complete mosaic. The truth has now been revealed, and an abominable picture 
appears of the abuse of Greenland territory. The purpose of the U.S. activi- 
ties in the country is to get as close to the Soviet Union as is at all possible 
with the means of control, communication, reconnaissance and supervision, nec- 
essary for nuclear blackmail against the Soviet Union in an emergency situation 
or, in other words, for the complete or partial destruction of our country in 
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case of ware The hundreds of other American bases encircling the Sovie* Union 
on all sides serve the same purpose. Our country does not itself have sich 
bases and has undertaken never to be the first one to use nuclear weapons. 
The Soviet strategic doctrine counts exclusively on the use of niclear weapons 
.m response to a nuclear attack. For that very reason, ‘the Americans are en- 
deavorine to place the largest possible number of their strategic weapons in 

the territories of other countries and, for example, to set up stations such as 
"Giant Talk," "Green Pine," OL-5," “BMEWS" and "DEW" in Greenland or deploy 
nuclear missiles in Western Europe. U.S. leaders assume that, in that way, 

they will be able to divert the attention from the United States’ own territory. 
In that way, they hope to be able to reduce the extent of a Soviet reprisal 
attack on the United States itself. 


Until recently, these matters have only been analyzed and recognized to a very 
limited extent by the public in the West, including Denmark. However, the hard 
facts are now dawning upon many people. It is thus characteristic that even the 
Danisn Social Democratic Party has advocated at least a temporary hait to 
Denmark's economic contribution to NATO's infrastructure program, as far as the 
new nuclear missiles are concerned. The Social Democratic Party demands a po- 
litical solution to the question of the nuclear balance in Europe. On the 
other hand, the issue of the nature of the U.S. military presence in the arctic 
regions, including Greenland, which, in this context, suggests itself, has 
largely remained undiscussed in Denmark. 


Here, they apparently find that it is a question of two different things: 
Denmark, they claim, is a European country, and what takes place in Europe is 
important for Denmark. But what happens in Greenland--that is less signifi- 
cant. Even if the country is part of the Danish kingdom, it is not comprised 
under Denmark's policy on bases and nuclear weapons, and Greenland is never 
mentioned in the debates on a nuclear-free area comprising the Nordic countries.

GREENS DEBATE CONDITIONS FOR SUPPORT OF VOGEL

and the Greens"/ 


/Text/ On Thursday last the Greens requested the SPD to state whether it would 
support a Union Government after the Bundestag election, or opt for limited coopera- 
tion with the Greens. By calling for a public discussion between SPD chancellor can- 
didate Vogel and the Greens, Mrs Kelly, Green Bundestag candidate, intended to coun- 
ter the new SPD line. She claims that the SPD is avoiding the issue of cooperation 
by pointing out that the Greens do not have any prospect of success at the Bundestag 
election on 6 March. The Greens consider this a SPD attempt to poach voters from 
their party. At the same time they indicate that Vogel's prospects for being elect- 
ed chancellor are entirely dependent on Green votes. Mrs Kelly rejected the opinion 
expressed by some Greens that Vogel should initially be elected and "tolerated" with- 
out prior conditions, and that negotiations should follow. She reminded them of the 
Green party resolution that calls for priority negotiations about the use of nuclear 
energy and the possible stationing of American medium range missiles in the Federal 
Republic. The Greens are not willing to compromise with regard to either of these 
two issues. Mrs Kelly insisted that Vogel must not be supported unconditionally. 


Green federal secretary Beckmann said the SPD must explain its intended direction 
before 6 March. There was a tremendous difference between an approach in direction 
Union and another in direction Greens. Beckmann said that he saw a growing inclina- 
tion in the SPD for cooperation with the Greens, although the SPD party leaders did 
not reflect this. The Greens based their hopes on this mood in social democracy. 
There is therefore some talk of a second choice campaign to start 14 days before the 
election. It is the aim of this campaign (already begun in some locations in the 
form of leafletting), to help the Greens surmount the 5-percent hurdle with the aid 
of "loaned" votes. It is apparent that the Greens are now less optimistic about 
achieving this goal under their own steam. Novelist Boell is likely to be one of 
the most eminent advocates of a second choice campaign for the Greens. Last Thursday 
Boell (who used to campaign for the SPD), said in Bonn that he would this time vote 
for the Greens. Boell insisted "I am for the Greens, I am not against the SPD." 


This weekend the party's Bundestag candidates will talk over their continuing elec- 
tion campaign, obstructed in their opinion mainly by the various television stations. 
The Greens are seeking a formula for election night, designed to reflect the most 
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united image possible. They will also discuss the conditions on which they might 
support Vogel if the majorities elected on 6 March were to turn out accordingly. 

In the meantime the party last Thursday sought to expand its base. In Bonn they 
concluded a so-called "mouthpiece agreement" with the "Gray Panther Senior Defense 
Union." By this agreement the Greens wish to demonstrate that they are also the _ 
"mouthpiece" of the older generation. In Bonn last year thé “Gray Panthers" quar- 
reled with Antje Huber (SPD), at that time minister for youth, family and health. 
They now insist that the “established" parties fail to listen to their claims for a 
"decent senior citizen policy." The Greens promised the seniors union that, if 
elected, they would call for the repeal of the legislation postponing a pension in- 
crease. Furthermore they will call for a mandatory minimum pension of DM1,400 per 
month. In addition they intend to amend the legislation on retirement homes and in- 
troduce more independence and "self-administration" to such homes.

REORGANIZATION OF FEDERAL INTELLIGENCE SERVICE VIEWED

[Text] Those were the terms in which Springer's DIE WELT described several 
days ago Eberhard Blum, the new president of the Federal Intelligence Service, 
(BND), clearly meaning this as a compliment. For the past several months, the 
BND, the main of the four West German intelligence agencies, has been without a 
boss, for immediately after the Kohl-Genscher cabinet assumed power, its for- 
mer chairman, Dr Klaus Kinkel, a free democrat, was relieved from his position 
and had to be content with the more inocuous position of secretary of state at 
the Ministry of Justice. This was the price Kinkel had to pay for his close 
friendship with Baum, the former minister of internal affairs, who had lately 
gained, particularly at the end of the social-liberal coalition, the reputa- 
tion of a rather "leftist" critic of party boss Hans Dietrich Genscher. 


It is of interest to note that 1 month following the coming to power of the new 
government, it was announced that Dr Werner Marx, had been nominated for the 
chairmanship of the BND. He is one of the best known personalities in the CDU 
and its universally acknowledged expert on military matters, intelligence in 
particular. The candidacy, however, although publicized in the press, was 
quietly dropped. Some observers in Bonn explained this by the fact that 
several years ago Dr Marx' secretary had publicly exposed some "shady spots" in 
her superior's activities. Naturally, this was taken under consideration in 
the final solution to the problem. However, in all likelihood observers in 
Bonn and abroad according to whom Chancellor Kohl was not particularly en- 
chanted by the possibility that the position of BND chief be entrusted to a man 
belonging to his own party but who, however, was a far closer friend of Franz 
Josef Struss and was described as the "Trojan Horse" of the CSU within the CDU, 
were probably far more to the point. It is a public secret that the Bavarian 


hawk is hostile to today's chancellor. 


After several names of candidates for the chairmanship in Munich-Pullach (the 
BND center) appeared in the West German press, it became known that it was held 
by Eberhard Blum. Who is he? Usually, very little is known about intelligence 
people, their "aces" in particular. Nevertheless, following are some data on 
Blum, naturally culled from the press into which some information was able to 


make its way. 
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He was born on 28 July 1919. In other words, in about 2 years he should have 
been retired, for according to FRG laws, 65 is the limit age for bureaucratic 
service. The question immediately arose of why was this high position given 
for such a short time? But let us go back to Blum's biography. He spent his 
childhood in The Netherlands. During the war he was a cavalry officer. He 
entered the so-called Gehlen organization (out of which the BND developed) in 
1947, where he worked in the department collecting and processing intelligence 
data. In 1955 he automatically became a member of the just created BND and was 
appointed Gehlen's personal consultant. He cooperated closely with him until 
the general reached the end of his career. In 1956 he accompanied him in his 
official visit to the United States. Later the boss was made the official BND 
representative-resident in London. His main task was to study the rich age-old 
experience of British intelligence. He returned to Pullach in 1968 as head of 
the particularly important "Central" Department, with the title of "first 
director" of the BND. In April 1970, Horst Ehmke, a social democrat and head 
of the Federal Chancery (which is also in charge of coordinating the activities 
of all FRG intelligence services), replaced Blum with his fellow-party member 
Herbert Rieck. Blum was compensated by becoming the official BND representa- 
tive-resident in Washington. Here he established close official and personal 
relations with noted politicians, among which George Bush, the then CIA chief 
and currently U.S. vice president. Blum was not only awarded an American order 
but given excellent references for his activities in the States (the Federal 
Chancery asked the CIA to evaluate Blum's activities through "discreet 


channels"). 


On 14 January 1983 the new BND chairman assumed officially his position. He 
was introduced by State Secretary Waldemar Schreckenberger, the chief of the 
Federal Chancery, i.e., the coordinator of all FRG intelligence and espionage 
activities. In his speech, he expressed his satisfaction with the fact that 
Federal Intelligence Service was once again headed by an “insider,” with a long 
and rich experience. The state secretary emphasized that the replacement would 
not entail any changes in the nature of BND activities, stressing that "The 
communist countries remain the prime BND target." One of the assignments given 
Blum was to “improve the climate" among the BND personnel, for the former 
government had replaced many officials members of the CSU and CDU or their 


sympathizers with "its own people." 


Although Eberhard Blum is officially a member of neither the CSU or the CDU, he 
is known as a convinced clerical and CDU supporter. According to some ob- 

servers, he will carry out a proper "purge" in the Pullach apparatus. There is 
a great deal of talk to the effect that Klusack, the BND vice chairman, intends 


to resign.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS DEBATE ENTERS ELECTION CAMPAIGN

[Text} "Luckily, Mauno Koivisto is president of Finland and he has stressed 
that all the political parties in Finland will meet on an equal footing for 
government negotiations after the election at the end of March," said the 
leader of the Finnish Conservatives, Ilkka Suominen. 


He was reacting to a statement by the chairman of the Social Democratic 
Party, Kalevi Sorsa, to the effect that this year's parliamentary election 
would show a reaction by the voters to the foreign policy line pursued by 
President Koivisto. 


In this way, the chairman of the Conservative Party accused Prime Minister 
Sorsa of introducing foreign policy into the election campaign as a scare 


tactic. 


Thus the leaders of the two biggest parties in the Finnish parliament have 
set the tone for the election campaign, which has not dealt so far with the 


usual election issues--taxes and employment. 


"It would be wrong to underestimate the importance of the effect the gov- 
ernment composition after the election will have on the president's oppor- 
tunities to guide foreign policy consistently in this period when we have 
international problems ~" our doorstep,” said Sorsa, according to newspaper 


reports. 


The two largest parties--the Social Democrats with 24 percent of the votes 
and the Conservative Party with 21.7 percent in the last election--are 
entering the election campaign with the same slogan: State power in Fin- 
land stems from the people. Incidentally, this is an exact copy of the 
provisions in the Finnish constitution concerning the form of government. 


The main issue before the election is whether the Conservative Party might 
be included in the next Finnish government to be formed after the election. 
If so, it will be the first time since 1966 that this party has been part 


of the government. 
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The cooperation of the Conservative Party and the communist-dominated 
People's Democrats in a new Finnish government is the crux of the matter 
and will result in lengthy discussions after the election results are in. 


The present Finnish government under the leadership of Prime Minister Sorsa 
is a temporary device that includes the Center Party and the Swedish 
People's Party. The People’s Democrats withdrew i | the government coali- 
tion just before the beginning of the year, following disagreement over an 
extra defense appropriation for the purchase of military equipment from the 
Soviet Union. 


Cooperation by Left and Middle Parties 


In his day, former President Urho Kekkonen stressed a government based on 
cooperation by the parties in the middle and on the left in Finnish politics. 
This cooperation has been carried out for many years, at times despite great 
reluctance on the part of some elements in the Communist Party.

ALL PARTIES SEEN ACCEPTING SIMPLE PROPORTIONAL SYSTEM

/Text/ The concept of the simple proportional electoral system is gaining ground 
in all political parties with the excpetion of the government, even though there 
too are quite a few in PASOK who do support it. The importance that is so 
suddenly being attributed to the simple proportional system as well as to the 
fact that there is so much discussion on the electoral system is being interpreted 
by many as being a sign of the times and possibly as a prelude to other 
developments. When, indeed, the government is so categorically stating that the 
election bill will be discussed in early 1985, then the emphasis by all sides 
for the simple proportional system, directly or indirectly, leaves much to be 
understood for political developments. Perhaps this government statement is 
considered just as all the other denials made on the next day. 


Not Only the Small Ones 


The campaign for the need for the simple proportional system is not being restricted 
to the two communist parties, although they are both seeing to it for giving the 
issue broad publicity through their publications. The two KKE’s and the other small 
parties that are not represented in the present parliament are increasing pressures 
for the setting up of the simple proportional system, although they are up against 
the suspicion that they are doing so to save themselves in the next elections. 
Besides, PASOK too that supported the simple proportional system when it was in 

the opposition and had bound itself so much with its pre-electoral pronoucements 
over its being set up, is now retracting and is discussing a simple proportional 
system that does not preclude recalling the majority system, as was done during 

the municipal elections. 


However, over the past few days other elements, especially ND circles and 
high-ranking personages have begun talking about the simple proportional system 
as the most suitable for this era. With the exception of the traditional Right 
many recognize that some form of the simple proportional system, with or without 
the 5 percent limit that prevails in West Germany for participation in the second 
and third rounds, would be the best system for our country. This kind of talk 
about the simple proportional system is being conducted by politicians who, 
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just a short time ago, were fanatic proponents of the majority system because 
"it provided for stable and strong governments." Now, and perhaps after the 
PASOK government's experience, they are beinning to revise their views over the 
reinforced proportional system that they formerly accepted only as a concession 


to the opposition. 


Besides, the other sides recognize that the next elections, even if they take 
place at the end of the 4-year term of office and even f the government comes 
up with miracles between now and then, will not come up with one party with 
the majority of the present one. 


Inevitably, quite a few believe --in this extremely hypothetical case-- the new 
government will be the product of some cooperation between the parties that will 
be represented in parliament. And the case for such cooperation becomes more 
difficult and slower when representation is limited to a few, say three or four, 
parties, while, on the other hand, it ensures more democratic procedures when 
the representation is made up of more parties. 


ND: Splits and Ferment 


ND elements, and conservative circles in general, recognize, on the other hand, 
that the period through which our country is coing is temporary in nature and 
therefore requires electoral institutions other than those in effect during 

the post-dictatorship period. This conclusion is not a result only of developments 
in the governmen: party but in their own partv. They realize that ND can, with 
great difficulty, continue expressing political forces that served the era of 

its founder and the now president of the republic, namely Mr K. Karamanlis. 
Various tendencies, the Right, Center and liberal, did notdare differentiating 
themselves from the personality of their leader. Despite all that, the extreme 
Right, with one element of the Right, split off in 1977 and founded the "National 
Faction." Today, when both the conservative and liberal political expression of 
ND of the era of its leader does not cover the Richt, centrist tendencies are 
becoming stronger and will perhaps serve in settine the foundations for democracy 


in the country. 


The problem that concerns a large segment of the political world that is not 
misled by the petty calculations of the current political occurence is what 
electoral system will help in setting the foundations for democracy in the 
country. Up to now, in the post-dictatorhsip period, our democracy has perfectly 
served the rotation of authority from the conservative party to the socialist 
PASOK. However, this form of rotation was accompanied too by the disappearance 
of all the intermediary parties, with the result that only ND, PASOK and the. 
KKE remain in parliament. In other words, the existence of only these three groups 
hinders political developments and the evolution of political forces, especially 
now when the government's damage is approaching the level of failure. From this 
point of view, the inflexibility in the government rotations has, at any rate, 
repercussions on the manner of the functioning of democracy with unforeseen 


consequences. 
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Therefore, the more basic problem for the setting up of our democratic 
institutions is the development, through the proper framework, of both new 
forces as well as the old ones. The current crisis, despite its surprising 
economic strains and its vast social repercussions, has not brought about 
greater disorder. It is to be noted that the Greek people, with the exception 
of a few transient and unimportant phenomena, have both self-control and 
prudence to confrorm the crisis. It is the government and the leadership of the 
parties that more often lose their composure than the people who follow the 
large number of contradictory actions not with contrary statements but often 
with humor and mockery. The absence of fanaticism and discouragement from the 
failure of the government party makes easier the acceptance of the simple 
proportional system. Just as its establishment permits the stimulation of 
political forces in a calm atmosphere and with democratic dialolgue. 


The Two Party Bosses 


The convergence of many elements toward the concept of the simple proportional 
system is also tied in with developments within ND itself. The Right, in all 
its various forms of expression, is being substantially isolated from the broader 
conservative strata of society. Besides, Mr Stefanopoulos too lost, according 
to all information available, any prospects for winning the leadership post 

of the party. He is considered by many as very much to the Right, as being a 
man of the 1950's era, as is characteristically being said, so as to be able 
to continue the centrist policy and radical liberalism of Mr K. Karamanlis. 

In addition, quite a few of those who supported him at the outset, i.e. in 

the fall when Mr A. Everof's illness was made known, have now abandoned him 
because they realize that he does not “shape up" politically-speaking and 
because they know that, despite all his frantic efforts, he has not succeeded 


in obtaining the blessing from higher up. 


Of course, Mr Stefanovoulos' failure does not mean that ND's breakup is imminent 
in case Mr Mitsotakis wins the leadership post. Besides, the extreme Right has 

- been for quite some time preparing the organization of a party that maintains 
close contacts with Korydallo. On the other hand, the cutoff of the Right or 
extreme Right from the honorable opposition will move it toward the Center in 
the hope of winning other classes in that area, thus compensating for all that 


it loses from the Right. 


However, all of these undertakings will, with great difficulty, be restricted to 

the honorable opposition. Inevitably, they will be extended to the closest 

political areas, namely the Center and its bordering forces, as well as, indirectly, 
the forces of the Left. Thus, when conservative party elements talk about the 

simple proportional systen, and forces of the Left, both traditional and not, 

support it so warmly, the government will with great difficulty prevent its 

being established. This is so because the simple proportional system constitutes 

its pre-electoral commitment, having many supporters within the government party 
and also because PASOK is not so strong today to be able to come face to face 

with all the other political forces on such an important issue.

ND DEPUTIES QUESTION PASOK METHODS, POLICIES

/Excerpt/ A dangerous and unacceptable identification of ND with the state has 
been undertaken in parliament by 10 deputies of the honorable opposition. 


These tactics were condemned by Minister to the Prime Minister Koutsogiorgas 
and Minister of Interior Gennimatas who observed "the continued mingling of 
the name of the president of the republic in political quarrels." 


This sharp government-opposition dialogue took place during an interpellation 

by 10 ND deputies that covered almost of aspects of the government's work (as 

Mr Koutsogiorgas observed, "an interpellation that struck out in all directions"). 
The basic contention of the ND deputies (speaking were Messrs Stefanopoulos, 
Tsaldaris, Nianias, Dimas, Souflias, Paparrigo»voulos, Tsiplakos, Khatzinikolaou, 
Khatzidakis and Xarkhas) was that PASOK has set up a one-party state, it is 
creating "class hatreds," it weakens democracy, it develops its propaganda 

over television and radio, it transfers employees of ministries and public 
organizations and it had mobilized the nomarchs for the influencing of voters 
during the municipal elections. 


The "chain of charges" also included the fact that "with its tactics the 
government is heading toward a one-party state" and that “it seeks the 
restriction of democracy with the factionalization of the state mechanism and 
the monopolizatio:r. of the mass news media." 


The following was also referred to: 


- "The principle of popular sovereignty is being smitten by the abolition of 
the preference checkmark." 


- "The government is persecuting its political opponents" and "it has downgraded 
the role of parliament." 


- "In most ministries all the experienced cadres are in frozen positions." 
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- "Propaganda is exercised over television." 


In his criticism of the government, Mr Stefanopoulos, the ND parliamentary 
spokesman, maintained that there has also been a bad handling of economic 

issues and that certain nomarchs had openly intervened on behalf of PASOK 

candidates in the municipal elections. 


He said, "The nomarchs should have been shut up in their offices during the 
pre-electoral period." 


He also hastened to refer to future parliamentary elections by saying, "Your 
nomarchs will pursue the same tactics."’ He concluded by saying the following: 


- "If they were to pursue the same tactics, then events will follow in a 
grievous way." 


- "Ve will defend ourselves with all the means that the law, of course, gives 
us, but whenever any of our more touchy members are being harassed they could 
also use measures outside the law to avoid such illegal interventions." 


The above phrases provoked a counterattack by the government. Specifically, 
Mr Gennimatas gave the dimensions of the present administration and the state 
that the Right had established. 


He observed that ND had created an administration to its own measurements and 
in a parallel para-state action it did not permit any law from functioning." 


' 


He said, "For that reason the PASOK government had implemented its own programs’ 
and had created conditions for another society. 


Referring to the municipal elections, he made the following observations: 


- Municipal power was won with a difference of 1-10 votes and that means that 
there was competition in which coercion was not used (that would have brought 


about greater illegal benefits). 


- Appeals against the election of government mayors were submitted and their 
opponents won them in the court of first instance or the court of appeal 
(with the exception of Mandra and Filiatres). 


He observed that the election results were followed up by the election of 
nomarchial councils where 145 PASOK candidates were elected, as were 17 ND, 


9 KKE and 4 independent candidates. 


Another follow-up (as he stressed) was the results in the election of cooperatives, 
professional societies and associations. 
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He mentioned that the government will strike out against the concentration 

of economic activity. He said, "We finally want authority to be transferred 
from foreign countries to our own country and from the oligarchy of wealth to 
the Greek people." 


Moreover, Mr Koutsogiorgas described as “intentional and methodical" the ND 
interpellation whose purpose was "to have the old hymn of green guards and 


persecutions brought up again." 


He explained that during the period from 19 October 1981 to 16 November 1982, 
there were 25,833 personnel shifts in all ministries and that 18,535 were 
made following requests and 7,293 for service reasons. Moreover, there were 
11,033 personnel shifts in the NPDD /Legal Entity of Public Law/ (6,022 
following requests and 4,000 for service reasons). 


He mentioned that in very few cases "was there any opposition among democratic 
employees who had been harassed by persecutions of the Right, not even daring 
to read a democratic newspaper in their office." 


He mentioned too that the expression of the popular mandate was that those 
individuals who had piled on so many trials and tribulations on the people 
should not remain in their same position. He also observed that for that reason 
they were transferred. He also stressed that "not even one civil servant 


was fired." 


He observed that the government has recognized its errors that were noted even 
during the meeting of the ministerial council and the meeting of the parliamentary 
group. He said, "PASOK believes in collective work, in the participation of 

all organs in the exercise of its policy and in the development of criticism 

and self-criticism for the purpose of correcting errors.” 


Addressing the ND wing, he said, "You were accustomed to governing for many 
years and you do not have the aptitude for working as the opposition.” 


The attempt by certain "neo-democrats' to begin using slogans is beginning to 
be somewhat amusing. The latest attempt was made yesterday when P. Khatzinikolaou 
interpreted PASOK as being a "Deceptive Revolutionary Sovietized Movement."

ND'S POSSIBLE "HEIRS' VIEWS ON FUTURE

/Text/ Three top-ranking ND cadres, Messrs K. Mitsotakis, I. Boutos and 

K. Stefanopoulos “are laying out their cards today" and are speaking to 
AKROPOLTS about the forthcoming political developments, ND's role in these 
developments, the issue of the honorable opposition's leadership and their own 
personal ambitions and intentions. 


In their unusually interesting and exclusive interviews granted AKROPOLIS, the 
three men agreed on the following: 


First: PASOK is in the process of a vertical decline. Its overali policy in all 
critical fields has failed. 


Second: There will be substantial political developments prior to the end of 
the 4-year term of office. 


Third: The people will once again entrust ND with the mandate for governing the 
country. This is so because it is the big party that inspires a feeling of 
confidence and security. 


Fourth: The unity of ND is a given fact and is imperturbable. This is so because 
foremost ofall it is a modern democratic party with an ideological make-up. 


Fifth: ND needs greater activity and greater effectiveness in the role of the 
honorable opposition. 


Sixth: There is no leadership problem. 


Differences 


Nevertheless, it should be pointed out that --as is ratural-- there are some 
noteworthy differences to be noted in the opinions put forward. 
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Specifically with regard to political developments: 


- Messrs Stefanopoulos and Mitsotakis say that following PASOK's fall --shortly-- 
the next step would be the people's entrusting ND with the governing of the 


country. 


- Mr Boutos, however, does not preclude the possibility of a solution "by a 
more substantial cooperation of the political forces of the country via 
democratic procedures." As explained, this, of course, could occur only in the 
case of national need. And it is exactly for that reason that Mr Boutos 
attributes great responsibility to PASOK and the government which with their 
intolerant policy are shattering national unanimity and are leading to acute 
situations that could have undetermined consequences. This becomes even more 
serious since the PASOK government has brought all our national issues to a 
dangerous point of abeyance. 


Ambitions 


Moreover, there are also differences on the issue of their ambitions as 
regards the party leadership. 


Specifically: 


- Mr Stefanopoulos says that "there is not at this momemt any leadership 
problem in New Democracy." The preoccupation of public opinion over the health 
of the party leader "expresses the need for a leadership presence and 
continuous guidance." And he finally leaves it to be understood that when and 
if there will be an issue on a new leader he will be a candidate. 


- Mr Mitsotakis is altogether clear. He stated, "Intra-party developments will 
exist only if Mr Averof decides on and recommends them. In that case I will 
be a candidate for the party leadership." 


- Mr Boutos, without raising the leadership issue, maintains that this matter 
should be settled --when it does arise-- on the basic principle that "ND is a 
party of principles" that "can survive and prosper regardless of the fate of 
each of its leaders." Moving along to the qualities and attributes that a leader 
must muster, Mr Boutos said, (1) he must be devoted to the party's ideological 
principles, (2) he must have the confidence and respect of the various party 
organizations, cadres and members and (3) he must have the good proof both 

from the inside and outside, in other words both the intra-party and extra-party 
conviction that he is substantially superior. Nevertheless, it follows that he 
too will be a candidate for the ND leadership --when the issue comes up. 


ND's Role 


Also differing are the views of the three leading cadres on the question as to 
how properly ND is playing its role as the honorable opposition. 
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In fact, 


- Mr Boutos found deficiencies and weaknesses on this issue. He added, 
nevertheless, that opposition does not mean practicing demagoguery on the 
people, undermining national interests or the economic situation of the country. 


- Mr Mitsotakis stressed that the proper opposition cannot have as its one and 
only purpose to ruin the government. To the contrary, it must help it to avoid 
errors and to go along the proper road. But that, unfortunately, cannot be 
done now because of the negative stance taken by PASOK that avoids dialogue. 
He concluded by saying that ‘there are always limits to a better and more 


effective opposition.” 


- Mr Stefanopoulos emphasized that the national interest has often been hurt 
and the people's hopes often shattered by resolute opposition effectiveness. 
In other words, when for the sake of opposition it blows everything up, just 
as PASOK did. Consequently, ND must conduct a serious and proven form of 

opposition and must overcome its organizational weaknesses so as to properly 


carry out its duties.

AGRICULTURE'S SIMITIS DENIES RUMORS ON POST SWITCH

/Excerpts/ - Mr Simitis, there are only fine words being said about you. Even 
those in the opposition are saying, "He, of course, he's OK.” 


~ The very fine words can do as much evil as good. And they do create expectations.. 


He reacts as he speaks. Calmly, unhurriedly, with his thoughts rushing ahead 

of his words and with a hint of a slight smile on his youngish 46-year old 

finely chiseled face. His office is filled with green plants, a small greenhouse, 
devoid of any personal objects, "clean for work." Outside his office are 

Miss Eleonora Mortoglou and Miss Maria Plevraki who have been with him for years. 


Several newspapers have described Kostas Simitis as a candidate for the position 
of stand-in minister of foreign affairs or even that of minister of foreign 
affairs in case Mr Kharalambopoulos were to move up to the vice presidency of 


the government. 


The word is going around that Mr Simitis is considered as the most suitable for 
a position on the EEC chairmanship committee, i.e. on the most important 
community council, namely the foreign ministers council that starts work in 
June. Mr Simitis categorically denies the truth of "where there is smoke there 


is fire." 


He stated, "These rumors circulating in newspapers are without foundation. There 
has been no discussion of my assuming any other government position. Besides, 
there is still a lot of work that has to be done in the Ministry of Agriculture 


and I want to finish whatever has been started." 


He himself attributes the excellent impressions he leaves in his dealings in 
community affairs on his...knowledge of several languages. 


He speaks three --German, English and French-- and rather good Italian. 


Smilingly he explains, "That is why I am in a privileged position at official 
community tables. Those who need interpreters are put on the sidelines while the 


others are pushed forward to center stage with the personalities. 
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As for the rumor about the well-organized, calm and conciliatory minister who, 
nevertheless, knows how "to put his foot down" when necessary, he had the 


following to say: 


"It has been in my nature, since childhood and later on through studies and 
professional work, to be systematic in my work. I study, I plan --something that 
is unusual in Greece. Studies abroad, 4 years teaching in Germany, all that 

does have influence. 


In the FEC, he asks to know the agenda, the issues. The lack of planning that 
leads to impromptu actions is not his style. 


Nevertheless, in no instance whatsoever does he accept that “oniy fine words" 
be said about him. 


Speaking about the Ministry of Agriculture, he said, "Here too mistakes are 
made, as well as many correct actions." 


Parenthetically, the bitter problem of the Creek lemons that remained unsold 
is not a Ministry of Agriculture problem. Its responsibility ends at the 
commercial stage, and that is where the Ministry of National Economy steps in. 


On the issue of prices and the way he defended Greek positions in Brussels, he said: 


"The proposals of the price committee are not acceptable to Greece. If there is 
an increase in prices due to the readjustment of the drachma it should not be 
considered that Greek demands have been met. The community must contribute to 
Greek development and finance programs so as to compensate for the Greek state's 


expenditures for price supports." 


An example of his "putting his foot down" occured last year in Luxembourg at 

the meeting on prices when at 5:30 am Mr Simitis refused the compromise on 
prices offered by the chairmanship. The Belgian council chairman pressured him 
for 2 hours but he did not yield. The result was that the overall issue came up 
again at the next session and the agricultural committee yielded on many points. 


After 14 months in a responsible government position, what does he have to say? 


"One has the feeling that he can do a lot of things but he later sees that 
restrictions --financial, social, administrative-- are so great that the sphere 

of action is indeed very restricted. I would say that after 14 months I do harbor 
some anger over the restrictions of possibilities that one has in this position 

and over the slow rate with which one can accomplish what he has set out to do. 

And to be clearer --this is not due to the government but to the overall mechanism, 


the system."

LABOR PARTY PAPER CRITIQUE OF MINISTERS‘ PERFORMANCE 


Oslo ARBEIDERBLANDET in Norwegian 13 Dec 82 pp 24-25 


[Text] "Our government faces a new and demanding year. All the cabinet 
ministers have acquired the necessary experience after little more than a 
year on the job. None of them can claim any longer that they ‘don't know 
the ropes* when they are called to account for their actions." 


ARBEIDERBLADET has closely examined the performance of each cabinet minister 
in the last year. What are his/her strong points? Weaknesses? 


The Willoch government as a group appears today to be a somewhat dull, work 
cabinet with a few colorful characters. As a minority government in diffi- 
cult economic times, it has won few laurels. This will probably be the 


situation through the next year. 


It is, however, making a laborious and diligent effort to put the program of 
the Conservatives into effect. The prime minister is apparently sufficiently 
satisfied with his colleagues so that he is not contemplating any shifts. 


Prime Minister Kare Willoch. He ends 1982 with more flaws than when he 

took office. The disclosures about his income has undoubtedly diminished 

the confidence of many people in him. He stands out clearly as the govern- 
ment’s leader, but he hands over a surprising number of decisions to inexper- 
ienced cabinet ministers. Willoch has not put aside his opposition tactics 
or his arrogance and sarcasm towards political opponents. His political 
talent is undeniabie and irrespective of what kind of nonsocialist government 
we get when he enters the election campaign of 1985 as prime minister. 


Minister of Foreign Affairs Svenn Stray. He has, along with the prime min- 
ister, put Norway in the most conservative camp in the western world in terms 
of foreign policy. He is not unexpectedly pursuing a strongly conservative 
foreign policy. He is outwardly untidy, not to the point, and a little 
confused in his comments. He is and will remain a clod coasting along on 
his long political experience. His unbelievably calm and capable under- 
secretary has rescued him many times but in the debate on rockets Stray's 
next-in-command was a little officious. Consequently, we have heard little 
from either of them towards the end of the year.

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Minister of Finance Rolf Presthus. Our finance minister knows his job, and 
he makes a solid professional impression. No one can budge him from his 
position even in an eventual reorganization of the government. He has become 
a finance minister more polished than as the crude opposition politician. He 
is jovial and is able to convey the impression that everything is good Con- 
servative politics. He and the prime minister supplement each other well 

in defending the economic policies. His long political experience insures 
his not putting his foot in his mouth in parliament. 


Minister of Education and Ecclesiastical Affairs Tore Austand. The govern- 
ment's obvious candidate for being dumped. He is wordy, mild, nice and 
straightforward but that is not enough in politics. Austand has shown 

little capacity to tackle difficult political situations. His closest as- 
sociates in the department have not been able to protect their chief from 
serious faux paus. He must really be insensitive if he does not use the 
Christmas holidays to decide if he really is the right man in the right place. 
Austand will undoubtedly disappear from the group if the government is re- 
organized. 


Minister of Industry Jens Hallvord Bratz. He is the man from industry who 
has found out that the world looks different in the Department of Industry 
than in Norway's Association of Industry and in Grorud's Hardware Factory. 

He admitted at the beginning of his term that he is a political novice. 

Bratz himself has fully substantiated his statement. He heads a difficult 
department in difficult times and some of his oddities may be ascribed to 
that. He has not had, for that matter, a happy relationship with parliament. 
This is true in both the Tyssedal and Tofte questions. In brief, Bratz is 

a lightweight. 


Minister for Consumers’ Affairs and Administration Astrid Gjertsen. She 

was open to attack when it became known that she would be a member of the 
government. Her years in parliament was the basis for this. She has master- 
ed her job better than most anticipated and has consequently become a plus 
for the government. Gjertsen works with questions which affect many people- 
bureaucracy, prices and consumer matters- and consequently often appears in 
public. She does that job well. Her comments on gasoline prices will, 
however, always be minus in any analysis of her character. She has pro- 
fessionally acquired a secure place in the government. 


Minister of Social Affairs Leif Arne Heloe. Minister of Social Affairs 
Heloe is together with the minister of communications, Koppernaes, the cab- 
inet minister who, without any national political background, has done the 
best. He is fond of calling himself pale blue, and he has followed that 
kind of a social policy. Welfare items have been cut but he has been able 
to hold out against the more aggressive Conservatives in the government. 
Heloe stands out as a decent politican but lacks depth in his comments. 
Without doubt, a touch of color in a gray government. 


Minister of Oil and Energy Vidkunn Hveding. Not a little attention was 
aroused when the controversial Hveding was selected for the job. One ex- 
pected vigor, firmness and stable political initiative. His background 














suggested that. But, on the contrary, it is the absence of these character- 
istics which has marked his tenture as a cabinet minister. He has an un- 

expectedly weak profile. He also suffered a serious political defeat in the 
cabinet when the famous Heimdal contract went to Norway. From the political 
point of view, he can hardly allow himself to be overwhelmed like that again. 


Minister of Communications Inger Koppernaes. If we ignore some minor prob- 

lems in parliament and some careless comments on the competence of telephone 
linemen, Koppernaes has done a good job. She is not afraid to take contro- 

versial position and to stick by it. Clear decisions and firmness mark her 

style, Koppernaes is a controversial minister of communications because she 
is poking holes in some sacred cows in the communications sector. What she 

does is, however, in line with good conservative policy. 


Minister for Cultural Affairs Lars Roar Langslet. Langslet was once an ex- 
citing Conservative politician with considerable ideological weight. Today 
he is a traditional almost dull Conservative practicing conservatism. In 
1982 he went back and forth in regard to Norway's media policy and seems 
well satisfied with it. The result is that we can see little impact by him 
on the cultural and scientific scenes. He has too much political experience 
to commit any serious faux paus. He must sharpen up if he wants to regain 
his position as an interesting politician. 


Minister of Fisheries Thor Listau, Listau has played an anonymous role but 
that is a fate which he as minister of fisheries must share with many prev- 
ious colleagues, He has the experience necessary to avoid big scandals. He 
demonstrated this in his appearance before parliament after his deputy had 
generously promised Greenland undeveloped country funds. Listau's rela- 
tions with the fishery organizations is undergoing strains. The chairman 

of the Association of Norwegian Fishermen has said that the confidence of 
the fishermen in the authorities has been shaken, not least after the 

state broke off fishery negotiations: 1983 does not look promising. 


Minister of Defense Anders Sjaastad. With parliament's lack of confidence 
from last fall still fresh in his memory, Sjaastad enters upon 1983 in a 
wounded condition. He has clearly shown that he lacks the weight and exper- 
ience necessary to master such a difficult job. When this is combined with 
a flippant attitude towards the elected representatives of the people, it 
will be exciting to see how he masters the handling of complicated security 
questions in the future. Discontent with his dealings with parliament ex- 
tends deep into the Conservatives’ own parliamentary delegation. 


Minister of Commerce Arne Skaug. Our minister of commerce has had to take 
hard political blows in both the Reksten and Kielland matters. He has some 
of Sjaastad's condescending attitude, and there is nothing that irritates 
parliament more than a lack of respect. In contrast to his colleague in the 
department of defense, he has previous experience in parliament as a counter- 
weight, That helps him some. Skaug has gradually acquired a professional 
competence, and he tackles fairly well many difficult matters in a usually 
anonymous department of commerce. 
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Minister of Justice Mona Rokke. Here is the government's excuse for a liberal. 
To be sure she has a little too much confidence that more police is the answer 
to the narcotics problem, but all in all she has succeeded in giving to her 
field of work a social profile. Rokke reveals good instincts in the problems 
with which she is dealing and is marked by vigor. She has also displayed 

the necessary talent of coming with answers at the right time. The fact 

that she impresses people as genuine and an unassuming woman is not any 

minus for herself or for Willoch. 


Minister of Environmental Affairs Wenche Frogn Sellaeg. The minister is 

just as unknown as the government's environmental policy. She seems like a 
little foreign bird in a hard political world. She has found out that it is 
hard to push environmental policies in a Conservative government and that the 
job of being a cabinet minister is not as simple as she perhaps thought pre- 
viously. She has also been on a sharp collision course with her department 
but that is not so strange. There are few Conservatives in the department 

of environmental affairs. With the emphasis that the Conservatives are 
putting on environmental questions, we cannot expect to hear much from her 

in 1983. 


Minister of Agriculture Johan Loken. Here we must deal with a well-meaning 
political amateur. Loken is a decent man but he lacks the weight required of 
a cabinet minister. He has displayed his amateuriness several times in his 
conduct in parliament. But it should be said in his defense that it is not 
easy to pursue a conservative agricultural policy when one has to have as 

a working partner the Center Party. New conflicts between the two parties 
are likely in 1983. So it is being asked if Loken is little by little ac- 
quiring the necessary experience to cope with the problems. 


Minister of Labor and Municipal Affairs Arne Rettedal. Rettedal's many 

years as a tough municipal politician has stood him in his cabinet minister 
job. He has done unusually well when it is recognized that he had had to 

cope with the greatest unemployment in postwar times. He makes a solid 
outward impression and stands out as one of the government's real heavy- 
weights. A marked pragmatist who has perhaps not read the Conservatives 
statement of principles. His department has much to do with the trade unions. 
In his relations with them Rettedal has come out well even if it was a bad 
mistake to reject an investigation committee in the asbestos question.

POLL SHOWS PS-PSD ALLIANCE, EANIST PARTY FAVORED 


Lisbon O JORNAL in Portuguese 1] Feb 83 pp 4-5, 7-8 


[Excerpts] In this issue, O JORNAL is publishing the first part of a very 
interesting poll on the most burning current national political issues. Next 
week, we will publish the second part of the survey pertaining to voters' 
opinions as to who should be prime minister (given the hypothesis that the 

PS [Socialist Party] will win the elections, or independent of the election 
results) and who might be elected president of the republic if elections were 
held now for the post of chief of state. 


Parties Too Concerned With Themselves 


Almost all of the voters in the main urban centers think that the political 
parties are more concerned with party issues than with matters of national 
scope: in other words, they think that they are looking more to their own 
interests. This view emerges from the results of the Marktest-0O JORNAL 
survey which we are reporting today on an exclusive basis. 


More than 90 percent of the voters interviewed in Lisbon, Oporto, Viseu, Faro 
and Setubal "criticized" this tendency of the parties to make themselves the 


focus of party concerns. 


But this widespread view is still more prevalent in the higher age groups: 
the percentage rises to 93 percent for citizens between 30 and 44 years of 


age. 


Conversely, it is in the younger population group, those from 18 to 29 years 
of age, that the highest percentage of voters who think that the parties are 
more concerned with national issues (8.4 percent) is found. But in the five 
urban centers included, the average of those sharing this view does not 


exceed 6.2 percent. 


The voters most critical of the parties' inclination to concern themselves 
with their own problems are those in Lisbon (96 percent) and Oporto (94 per- 
cent). Conversely, it is in the district of Setubal that the largest number 
of citizens who are persuaded that the parties are more concerned with 
national issues (1]1 percent) is found. Only 3 percent of those surveyed had 
no opinion with regard to the behavior of the party.

Voters 


With the exception of Setubal, where only 82 percent ot the voters said they 
think that the parties are more concerned with party issues, and the case of 
the age group between 18 and 29, in which 88 percent of those polled share 
this view, the percentages of voters who think that the parties are concerned 
above all with themselves were in all cases--men and women of all ages and in 
all the other districts--higher than 90 percent of those polled. 


Taking present voting intentions into account, the PSD [Social Democratic 
Party] and PS voters were chose expressing the most critical opinions: 93.4 
percent of the PSD voters and 92.7 percent of the PS voters in the districts 
mentioned believe that their parties are above all concerned with party 
issues. This percentage drops to 86.8 percent for the CDS [Social Democratic 
Center Party] voters, to 5.9 percent for the PCP [Portuguese Communist Party] 
voters, and to 66.7 percent for the UDP [Popular Democratic Union] voters. 


On the other hand, the number of CDS voters who believe that their party is 


more concerned with national issues (10.5 percent) is even larger than the 
number of PCP voters asked the same question (9 percent). 
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Representative Sampling of the Urban Electorate 


Last weekend (on the 5th and oth of the month), Marktest interviewed 500 
individuals selected from a population of about / million Portuguese citizens 
qualified to vote. The questionnaires, which covered all of the current 
national political issues, were distributed in the following district 
capitals: Lisbon, Oporto, Viseu, Faro and Setubal (100 in each). The 


sampling was taken from among individuals of both sexes 18 years of age or 


older. 


All ot the interviews were carried out in the streets on a quota basis, and 
control variables for sex and age were used. For the total sampling, the 
maximal margin of error is 5 percent (degree of reliability, 95 percent). 
For analyses by locality, the maximal margin of error is 10 percent. 


Since this was a sampling which was not representative of the electorate as a 
whole, possible projections for the nation as a whole should be made with due 


caution. 


However, the population interviewed corresponds closely with the total 
electorate voting in the last elections for the Assembly of the Republic, in 
1980, as the following indices reveal: 428 individuals, or 85.6 percent of 
the total, voted in the 1980 legislation elections. A total of 72, or 14.4 
percent, did not vote (actual abstentions in that election totaled 15.6 per- 
cent). The votes of the those interviewed were cast as foliows (the figures 
in parentheses show the percentages actually recorded for the electorate as a 
whole in the 1980 elections): for the AD [Democratic Alliance]--32.9 percent 
(47.5 percent); for the FRS [Republican and Socialist Front]/PS--23.8 percent 
(27.7 percent); for the APU [United People Alliance]--22.2 percent (16.7 per- 
cent); for the UDP--0.9 percent (1.37 percent). Of the balance of those 
interviewed, 3.5 percent voted for other parties, 3.3 percent did not vote 
for any, and 13.3 percent declined to answer.

Of a series of theoretically possible coalitions, given the current party 


spectrum, only a PS/PSD alliance has a positive image in the eyes of all of 


the voters in Lisbon, Oporto, Setubal, Viseu and Faro, the Marktest-O JORNAL 


poll revealed. 


However, only 48 percent of all of the voters regard a PS/PSD coalition as 
"advantageous," with very strong opposition to this idea from the voters in 
other parties. An overwhelming majority of the PCP voters (82 percent), two- 
thirds of those inclined to vote for the UDP (67 percent) and 58 percent of 
the CDS voters believe that a PS/PSD alliance would be "disadvantageous." 


The PS and PSD voters, on the contrary, believe with equal intensity (64 per- 
cent) in the "advantages" of a coalition including the two parties. Only 24 
percent of those who would vote for the PS (and 20 percent of those who voted 
for the FRS in 1980) have a negative opinion about an alliance of the social- 
ists and the social democrats. The view that such a coalition would be "dis- 
advantageous" is held by a smaller percentage of PSD voters than PS voters-- 


only 23 percent. 


But the positive view of a PS/PSD alliance is not uniform throughout the five 
cities, taking the complex of voters as a whole into account. In Lisbon, the 
number of citizens who regard such a coalition as "advantageous" (40 percent) 
is even lower than the number of those with a negative view (49 percent). In 
Oporto, on the contrary, where the positive view has the same weight as in 
the national average (48 percent), and where only 18 percent believe that 
such an alliance would be "disadvantageous," the percentage of voters without 
an opinion is very high (34 percent of the total).

CDS Voters Still Favor AD 


The possible coalition to which the voters in the five district capitals as a 
whole have the most negative attitude is a continuation of the AD. Of the 
voters in all parties, 67 percent view a PSD/CDS/PPM [Popular Monarchists 
Party] as "disadvantageous." By age group, the negative view reached its 
highest point (75 percent) among the individuals between 30 and 44 years of 
age, and its lowest (58 percent) among the voters over 45. The voters who

regard the AD as "advantageous" (18 percent of the total) were distributed 
throughout the social segments, although the approval was clearer among women 
(21 percent), individuals over 45 (23 percent), and the voters in Viseu (23 


percent). 


However, rejection of the AD by the PSD voters was rather clear--4) percent 
of the social democratic voters do not believe it would be good. 


In any case, 37 percent of the PSD voters still regard a PSD/CDS/PPM coali- 
tion as "advantageous ,"' and 16 percent said they had no opinion on the 


matter. 


The situation does not pose doubts for the majority of the CDS voters (/1 
percent): they continue to place their faith in the AD. Only 18 percent 
expressed a negative opinion on this. 


PS Voters' Views 


The results of the poll also show that the voters in general and the PS 
voters in particular have no faith in the advantages of the former FRS (a 
coalition including the PS, ASDI [Independent Socialist Democratic Associa- 
tion] and the UEDS [Leftist Union for Socialist Democracy]). The citizens 
intending to vote for the PS and those who voted for the FRS in 1980 are, 
moreover, distributed almost identically when it comes to their position on 
this issue, with negative views predominating in both cases. Thus 4/7 percent 
of those who now intend to vote for the PS regard a coalition of the three 
parties as "disadvantageous," and 46 percent of those who voted for the FRS 
in 1980 think the same. The same similarity is seen in the positive atti- 
tudes: 28 percent of those who will vote for the PS and 27 percent of those 
who voted for the FRS favor such a coalition. 


Curiously, the opinion of the voters in all the other main parties is much 
more negative than that of the CDS voters, with 79 percent viewing a 
PS/ASDI/UEDS alliance as "disadvantageous."' This is the position of 71 per- 
cent of the PSD voters and 63 percent of the PCP voters. 


As to the possibility of an alliance including the PS and the PCP, those 
intending to vote for the PS reject it to the same extent as the electorate 
as a whole (66 percent of the total). In the five district capitals and in 
all the groups of voters (by sex and age), the percentage of individuals 
terming an alliance of the two parties "disadvantageous" only varied signi- 
ficantly from the national average in two cases. In Oporto, only 51 percent 
expressed negative views, while this figure was 8] percent for Viseu. But 
the percentage of PS voters who regard a coalition with the PCP as "disadvan- 
tageous"' is exactly the same as the average (66 percent). 


The percentage of voters who regard a coalition between these two parties as 
"advantageous" (20 percent) is dictated mainly by the attitude of the PCP 
voters, 61 percent of whom gave a positive opinion (as did 67 percent of the 
UDP voters), since only 18 percent of the PS voters expressed such a view. 
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In this case too, the views of the PSD and CDS voters show negative percent - 
ages substantially above the average seen for the voters in the five district 
capitals as a whole (66 percent). More than 83 percent of the PSD voters and 
84 percent of the CDS voters regard a possible alliance between the two main 


leftist parties as "disadvantageous." 
PCP Voters Favor APU 


The voters in Lisbon, Oporte, Setubal, Viseu and Faro have a generally nega- 
tive feeling about a PCP/MDP [Portuguese Democratic Movement] coalition, with 
63 percent viewing it as "disadvantageous" and only 18 percent "advantageous. "' 
But there is a regional variation we should note. In Oporto, where there ts 

a less detinite opinion about the possible coalitions (the percentage of the 
voters in that city with "no opinion" substantially exceeds the national 
average, in all cases), only 5% percent of the opinions favored the APU (as 
compared to the national average ot 18 percent). And only 4O percent of the 
voters in Oporto regard a PCP/MDP coalition as "disadvantageous," falling 22 
percent below the national average. On the other hand, in Viseu, the nega- 
tive percentage was considerably above the average: 7/7 percent. 


However, in general the PCP voters have faith in the APU. A total of 67 per- 
cent regard such a coalition as “advantageous ,'' and only 20 percent expressed 
a negative view. 


Among those who voted for the APU in 1980, however, the percentage of nega- 
tive views was higher: 28 percent, as compared to 60 percent who viewed such 
a coalition as "advantageous." 


PSD Voters Favor Mota Pinto 


Mota Amaral is, for the population in general, the individual who best meets 
the requirements for the post of president of the PSD. Taking a 10 percent 
level of acceptance as a dividing line, only two other individuals in the 
party are in the running with him. Mota Amaral was the choice of 19 percent, 
Mota Pinto ot 13 percent, and Helena Roseta of Il2 percent. 


According, to the Marktest-O JORNAL poll, which made it possible to assess the 
attitude of the voters in Lisbon, Oporto, Setubal, Faro and Viseu on the 
basis of the total number of names mentioned spontaneously or suggested, 
individuals such as Barbosa de Melo, Cavaco Silva and Meneres Pimentel were 
relatively rarely mentione! (less than 5 percent), while Antonio Capucho (8 
percent) and Francisco Balsemao (5 percent) did not exceed this level by 
much. 


Mota Pinto was the most frequently mentioned by the individuals who voted for 
the AD in 1980 (20.2 percent), followed by Mota Amaral (20.6 percent), and 
Cavaco Silva (9.2 percent). Those who voted for the FRS, on the other hand, 
overwhelming preferred Mota Amaral, and the same was true with the APU 
voters. Their preference tended toward Helena Roseta, with Antonio Capucho 
in third place. In all cases, Francisco Balsemao ranked sixth.

Where the PSD voters were concerned, the spontaneous choice was simpler, 
since only two names exceeded the 10 percent level--Mota Pinto (18 percent) 


and Mota Amaral (14 percent). They were followed by Cavaco Silva, Helena 
Roseta, Pinto Balsemao and Antonio Capucho. 
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The CDS voters clearly preferred Mota Pinto (26.3 percent), with mention also 
of Balsemao, Capucho and Cavaco Silva. 


it should further be stressed that where women voters are concerned, only 
Mota Amaral (19 percent) and Helena Roseta (16 percent) exceeded the accep- 
tance level. Mota Pinto was mentioned by only 9 percent. 


Let us now examine the "political image" revealed by the level of acceptance 
for Mota Amaral and Mota Pinto on the part of the voters of other parties. 
Eleven percent of the socialist voters preferred Mota Amaral (5 percent for 
Mota Pinto), who was also the choice of 4 percent of the communists (1 per- 
cent for Mota Pinto). There was no mention of Mota Amaral by the CDS voters, 
26 percent of whom mentioned Mota Pinto. 


[t can be said without stretching the analysis of the figures that Mota 
Amaral is the "bridge figure" for the PS and Mota Pinto plays that role for 


the CDS. 
Spontaneous Mention 


Mota Amaral was the PSD leader who was mentioned most frequently in the five 
cities in which the poll was taken. Mota Pinto received more support than 
Mota Amaral only in Faro, and their standing was the same in Setubal. Pinto 
Balsemao won the greatest support in Faro and the least in Lisbon. The 
support expressed for Mota Amaral was relatively stable in Lisbon, Oporto and 
Viseu. In Lisbon, Mota Pinto and Helena Roseta obtained equal support. 


In overall terms, Mota Amaral ran first in the spontaneous suggestions made 
by those interviewed, Mota Pinto ran consistently second and Francisco 
Balsemao was invariably in sixth place, with nine names listed. 


The vast majority of those interviewed (63.4 percent) expressed no spontane- 
ous preference. When presented with a list of names, however, all except 
6.4 percent responded, and 2.4 percent preferred "other candidates." 


Finally, Mota Amaral was preferred by the poli subjects between 18 and 44 
years of age and Mota Pinto by those over 45. 


Eanist Party Has Majority Support 


If a new party "regarded as affiliated with the president of the republic" 
were to appear at the polls, it would have a voting potential of 59 percent 


of all the voters registered. 


This is the immediate conclusion which emerges from the study made by 
Marktest for O JORNAL, involving 500 voters in five of the continental 
district capitals. The first limitation, which dictates cautious acceptance 
of the results, derives from the fact that 500 voters may be a significant 
sampling, but the areas of inquiry cannot be taken as strictly indicative of 


the national total.

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Ihe numbers remain: 30.2 percent of the electorate would "certainly" vote for 
such a party; 29.4 percent would "perhaps" vote for it; and only 24.6 percent 
said categorically that they would "certainly mot vote" for it. One possible 
analysis suggests that the emergence of a new "Eanist" party already has the 
support of a third of the voters, that almost another third have a positive-- 
although not yet definite--inclination toward it, while one-fourth of the 
voters absolutely reject this party "solution." 


Curiously, a party of this sort would win the majority of its votes from men, 
but it is among the women that there is a preponderance of those who, 
although not yet decided, "might perhaps vote" for it. A study by age groups 
shows that the party would have greatest acceptance in the age groups between 
30 and 44 and over 45 years of age, and that in the five districts polled, an 
Eanist party would be best received in Lisbon (37 percent) and least so in 


Setubal (21 percent). 
Source of Votes 


It the abstract hypothesis presented to those polled should come to be a 
tact, would the Eanist party have extraordinary electoral success? Let us 
look closely at the nature of its potential electorate, with a view to more 
accurale speculation, in political terms, on the information available. Our 
graph shows that in terms of the party votes won in the 1980 legislative 
elections, more than one-third of the FRS voters (36.9 percent) would vote 
for the new party, 43 percent of the APU voters "would abandon" that coali- 
tion's slate, and 17 percent of the AD voters would also switch their votes 
to the new party. In political terms, this would mean that, speaking only in 
terms of "certain" votes, the Eanist party would win more than 2 million, 
"wrested" in an overwhelming proportion from the left wing--i.e., the Portu- 


guese Communist Party and the Socialist Party. 


In corrected percentages, we would see that the "certain" votes for this 
party would come from about 600,000 socialist voters, 500,000 communist 
voters, and about 450,000 AD voters. There would remain, as a reserve, those 
who have not yet decided, those who perhaps would vote for it and those who 


perhaps would not. 


Now, politically, this breakdown of the Eanist party should be related to the 
figures pertaining to present voting intentions. Here it can be seen that in 
the AD sector, it would be above all the CDS voters who would yield to the 
"Eanist temptation."" It appears that in terms of present voting intentions, 
20.3 percent of the CDS voters would certainly switch to the new party, and 
another 13.2 percent might. In absolute terms, the weight of these votes 
would not be decisive, in view of the spectacular split among the Christian 
democrats revealed by this poll. But combining this figure with the obvious 
reluctance of the PDS electorate to vote for the new party (only 14.3 percent 
of these voters would), we see that at the outset--and again considering only 
the "certain" votes--the Eanist party would be a "rally" made up of social- 
ists, communists and Christian democrats--and some social democrats. In neg- 
ative terms, the Eanist party would lead to major "leaks" in the PS, the PCP 
and the CDS, and would increase the specific weight of the PSD, relatively 


speaking.

Now this simple analysis just made raises problems, even in connection with 
the voters regarded as "certain." It is not clear that the APU voters would 
vote for siates carrying the names of the present leaders of the CDS, and it 
is hardly likely that the Christian democratic voters would cast their votes 
for a party offering as candidates the outstanding leaders of, iet us say, 
the MDP/CDE [Democratic Electoral Commission]. 


At first, when mention was made otf an Fanist party, there was an immediate 
effort to draw attention to this "distinction."" The question about the party 
'atfiliated with the president of the republic" was posed in the abstract, 
without reference to the specific conditions under which it might appear and 
under which this new party might formulate its program. This means that the 


“vote’ to which this poll points retlects above all the very strong point of 
political reterence which the president ot the republic continues to repre- 


sent. 


The viability of this new party as the tool of a new regime would be another 
matter. If we continue to take the results of the poll as a working hypo- 
thesis, we can agree without great difficulty that there would be a strong 
probability that this party could win an absolute majority in legislative 
elections. But if this were to happen, how viable would this "rally" (we 
have already used this term deliberately) be for the efficient excrcise of 
nower? Or in other words, within the framework of a great ‘historic com- 
promise," how could the policies wanted by a large sector (that on the left) 
of the party be reconciled with the demands of a national policy which is 
eminently dictated by the heterogeneity of the "Eanist" electorate? 


Strictly by the numbers, the Eanist party should be a large center-leftist 
party with centrifugal fringes to the left and the right. But, speaking in a 
qualitative sense, does this mean that the Eanist party could succeed in 
reconciling a substantial portion of the Portuguese workers and the employers 


within the same program? 


Let us return to the structure of present voting intentions, in order to 
stress that in comparison to 1980, the hypothesis of a presidential party 
seems to have strengthened within the socialist electorate (from 36.9 percent 
to 41.7 percent, and this taking the spectacular rise of the PS into ac- 
count), that a large part of the Eanists in the APU will vote socialist in 
the coming elections, that the appeal of Eanes to the PSD voters remains 
practically constant, and that, in the collapse of the CDS, the "Eanes 
effect" could also reap dividends. 


If matters develop as the poll indicates that they would, the new party would 
mean a mortal .blow to the PS, a worry for the PCB and the CDS, and a great 
boon for the PSD. And although it is impossible for the time being to fore- 
see the picture which might emerge from a situation of this type, one can 
readily imagine that thé party system as we know it would be destroyed 
entirely. Which would be a concern for some, and highly desirable for 


others.

WALKER NOTES UNIMPRESSIVE SPANISH LIBERAL EFFORT

[Text] As of 28 October there are only three forces of significance and mean- 
ing on our political scene: the conservative AP-PDP {Popular Alliance-Peoples 
Democratic Party/; the socialist PSOE /Spanish Socialist Workers Party/; and 
the nationalist CIU-PNV /CIU-Basque National Party/ whose historic mission 
has not yet ended but which has already begun to notice the effects of 
autonomy and political normalization. Furthermore the process of homogeniza- 
tion into European circumstances is practically complete and in any event is 
irreversible. The only differentiating factor is precisely the absence of a 
liberal force which has been and continues to be a European political key- 
stone of great importance. Liberalism is part of our continent to just as 
high a degree as are socialism and conservatism even though its institutional 
representation is of a lesser numerical importance. It would be simplv 
impossible to interpret Europe without the liberal ideology and the liberal 


political parties. 


During our recent and brief history as a democracy, Spanish liberalism has 
plaved a role of small importance. The electoral failure of the party 

founded by Enrique Larroque and the unjust annexation of the various liberal 
groups which were incorporated into the UCD /Democratic Center Union/ has 
given it a somewhat negative image, or at least one which is not brilliant. 
This must be corrected soon if the desire exists to take advantage of the 
really perfect historic opportunity for it to establish itself seriously and 
with a future on the political map. However one may look at it, liberalism is 
not a luxury but a real necessity in the Spain of today. And the facts demon- 


Strate it. 


At this time the three previously mentioned forces--the conservative, the 
socialist and the nationalist--realize to a greater extent the desirability, 
and even the necessity, of collaborating with the liberal force or of adding 
or incorporating it into their spectrum. The fact of the PSOE's political 
monopoly of course reduces that feeling but there is aiready a group of 
socialists--conscious of the millions of votes they received during the last 
election which were a loan, not actually a permanent gain--who would like to 
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prepare, bevinniny now, the basis tor a liberal-social democrat relationship. 
A political monopoly certainly has many advantages, but (t would be irrespon- 
ible to foryvet the grave disadvantage inherent in an excess of power which 
inevitably increases the net responsibility and therefore the rate of erosior 
in an economic and social situation laden with many risks and with little 
promise, In 1986, the PSOE may and should lose votes both to its left and 
its rignt. These latter votes will of course never pass over to a 
conservative force but could pass over to a progressive liberal force. 


Liberalism--as has been publicly recognized by some of its leaders--should 
plav a basic role in the New Center movement, which began inside a nationalist 
party. the reason tor this is that in the process of explaining our political 
lite it is necessary for any new movement to have a clear-cut ideological 
foundation. To attempt once more to follow along the lines of the UCD would 
be an admirable example of political stupiditv. Felipe Gonzalex is at 

Moncloa and Manuel Fraga is the leader of the opposition, not because of their 
yreater or lesser capabilities or attractiveness but because they represent 
anc support two classic ideologies, two basic attitudes toward the problems 

of state. Anv new movement in our country will require an ideological frame- 
work and in view of what is happening in Europe, that framework can only be 
provided by a liberal component which, in addition, has the advantage of 
understanding well the nationalist component because of its deep respect for 
autonomy and thus for a tederal concept of government. The nationalists should 
not torget, i: any case, that their presence in this movement, objectively 
speaking, is neither sufficient nor strictly necessary and that the movement 
itselt becomes more complex, although not impossible, because of their presence. 
Finally, the conservatives realize that without liberalism, their ability to 
broaden their electoral base is very small even if the socialist administra- 
tion were ineffective or very unfortunate. The conservatives have very little 
to otfer to a country such as Spain, which has had a very lengthy experience 
with their proposed solutions and is beginning to realize that there are 

other more reasonable solutions. Their only alternative is to enter into the 
process of modernization and moderation which is obviously possible but which 
mav produce serious internal tensions along the way. AP is nothing more than 
a UCD without liberals and social democrats and may experience--in fact it is 
already having--problems similar to those of the UCD. These problems will 
increase when the Spanish Right realizes that its current euphoria is without 
it suffers an unmitigated defeat which it will find difficult to 
overcome with its current structure and methods. The problem is not only 
Fraga’s electoral base but that of an antiquated and immobile conservatism 
which, iookxing to 1986, offers a much greater likelihood of reducing rather 
han increasing its vote. It is the actual and sure electoral base of the AP 
that causes it to describe itself as a conservative liberal force and to 
fabricate trom nothing liberal groups filled with 19th centurv feelings which 
are externalized in a profound admiration, an almost religious one, of Mrs 
Phatcher and Mr Reagan, in the vain hope of confusing the public, which has 
already displaved its resistance to what is artificial and ambiguous.

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That is the kind of liberalism which in Europe is defined as economic liberal- 
ism and which applies to those liberals who cnlv support those types of 
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rder tor this to be possible, the conservatives would have to accept the 
tact that the liberals could be with Fraga but never an integral part of h 
group.

Although 

its numerical strength may be small, its mission is sutticiently decisive so 

that it should not be consumed on snort range undertakings.

PSOE WITHDRAWS FROM BASQUE PEACE INITIATIVE 
Madrid EL PAIS in Spanish 3 Feb 83 pp l, 17 


[Excerpts] Last night, shortly after it became known that a terrorist 
attack had been made against a Civil Guard patrol in Villafranca de Ordizia, 
Guipuzcoa, resulting in the death of one Civil Guard and the wounding of two 
others, the PSE [Euskadi Socialist Workers Party]-PSOE [Spanish Workers 
Socialist Party] announced that it will not participate in negotiations for 
the pacitication of the Basque Country. The president of the Basque govern- 
ment, Carlos Garaikoetxea, stated last night, "Under these circumstances, it 
is impossible to enter into the desired talks" since the will of a group 
which is bloodthirstily opposed to the attainment of peace in Euskadi has 


prevailed. 


A communique was also issued last night by Txiki Benegas, secretary general 
of the PSE-PSOE, stating that the party, "condemns with profound indignation 
the murderous attack" and is fully in support of the State Security Forces 
which once again have become victims of the insane penchant for assassina- 
tion of the ETA [Basque Fatherland and Liberty Group] organizations," The 
PSE-PSOE communique adds "This attack, in addition to the irreparable damage 
to personnel of the Civil Guard, is an affront to the Basque citizens who 
sincerely desire peace and the end to violence in Basque Country. It has 
become clear to the Basque citizens that ETA has never wanted peace and is 
using Herri Batasuna, its political arm, to take part in talks which they 
have considered impossible from the very beginning.” 


The communique adds, "As it has repeatedly stated, the PSE-PSOE will not 
participate in this affront to the Basque people who sincerely and honestly 
want peace; hence the PSE-PSOE states that it will not participate in 
conversations in this atmosphere of violence." 


The PSE-PSOE concludes by saying, "Finally, the PSE-PSOE hopes that the 
president of the Basque government who initiated the talks on pacification, 
will hold the same opinion and will understand that one cannot talk with 
people who are at the same time committing assassinations in Basque country." 
Carlos Garaikoitxea, the lendakari, after learning of the attack and of the 
stand of the PSE-PSOE, told EFE that "as long as these circumstances prevail, 
it is impossible to begin the desired talks." Garaikoetxea said, "this 
attack causes the sorrow of another death at the end of a period during which 
special efforts were being made to normalize Euskadi political life. This 
makes it clear that the will of a group which is bloodthirstily opposed to the 
attainment of peace has prevailed."

UNION OPPOSITION TO GUIDELINES FOR CATALONIAN POLICE

(Text] Barcelona--The planned decree established the 
basic forms for provisional regulation of local police 
(EL PAIS, 19 January 1983), officially released in the 
fourth Sessions on Citizen Security Competencies, held 
in Madrid on the 2lst through the 23rd of January, was 
denounced vesterday by Catalonian municipal police 
associations and unions, whose spokesmen met in the 
Barcelona locality El Prat de Llobregat. 


Representatives of the Catalonian Municipal Police Association, the Profes- 
sional Association of Municipal Police Officials (at the national level), 
the Union of Municipal Police, the Catalonian Public Administration Federa- 
tion of the Workers Commissions and the unions section of the Parcelona 
Urban Guard of the General Union of Workers, who together represent most 

of the almost 7,000 Catalonian urban police, protested against the decree 
because of the manner in which it was drafted. 


"These guidelines were worked out," they said, "without the representatives 
of the interested parties and without considering the White Book of the 
Municipal Police." They likewise denounced the form in which they are to be 
applied and the regressive nature of many aspects of the decree's articles. 
"We understand," they said in formulating their protest, "that in practice 
Municipal Police is becoming a paramilitary organization." 


According to local police representatives, the public denunciation of this 
plan was motivated by the surprise felt by many representatives of these 
associations and unions that at the end of the mentioned security sessions, 
Minister Barrionuevo would give the text of the said decree as practically 
definitive, with no prior discussion. 


Among other articles of the plan, the police organizations are against those 
requiring cooperation with state security forces and organizations without 
determining how far that cooperation should go. "This," they explained, "may 
mean a disguised militarization, since it will be the interior minister who

FIRST NATIONAL MEETING OF REGIONAL PARLIAMENTS IN CARTAGENA 
Madrid EL PAIS in Spanish 30 Jan 83 p 14

{fText] Madrid--The largely unsuccessful execution of the 
first National Convocation of Regional Parlaiments, in 
which there was an excess of doctrinal reports by legal 
experts in the administration, has in part frustrated the 
attainment of the objective sought by the presidents and 
representatives of the 14 autonomous Spanish legislative 
assemblies who came to Cartagena: the exchange of 
practical experiences “n the organization and function- 
ing of the assemblies. The reading during the final 
session of a report representing a clear defense of the 
LOAPA (Organic Law for Harmonizing the Autonomy Process) 
nearly brought about a stormy conclusion. 


The presidents of the Catalonian and Basque parliaments, Heribert Barrera and 
Juan Jose Pujana, respectively, abstained from participating in the con- 
versation following the reading of the report "Articulation of State Legisla- 
tion and Autonomous Legislation" by Prof Santiago Munoz Machado, member cf 
the team of experts under Eduardo Garcia de Enterria, considering that it 
contained an all-out defense of the principles behind the LOAPA. 


In private, both presidents showed their dissatisfaction with the inopportune 
organization by the regional assembly in Murcia, including in the program a 
report on a polemic law that confronts Basques and Catalonians with the 
administration and that is now pending a decision by the Constitutional 
Tribunal. Also sharing in this opinion were the presidents and representa- 
tives of the parliaments of Galicia, La Rioja, Navarra and the Valencian 
Country. Heribert Barrera and Juan Jose used diplomacy to save the day, not 
without stating that they did not share the arguments set forth in the 
report, that it was useless to debate a subject where the positions are clear 
and that neither was it the proper place for this subject. 


The presidents of the Catalonian and Basque parliaments also did not take 
part in the discussion following the reading of the report "Control of the 
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leyality of the Autonomous Legislation" by Manue! Pizarro Moreno, chiet of 
the council tor legal advice ot the Ministry for Territorial Administration, 
provyramed in the first session. Both felt that it had to do with a doctrinal

report in which debate was difficult because, on the one hand, aspect 
the report were disputable tor Basques, Catalonians, Navarrese and Galicians, 


wiile on the other hand, comprehension was diftticult tor the most inexperi- 


enced parliamentary representatives, who can see the subject only from a 
distance, concerned as they are with the questions of how to organize, 


Operate and tinance the parliaments. 


The haste with which they carried out the initiative, which arose in December 
in the course of the 50th anniversary of the Catalonian Parliament and 
materialized a month and a half later with the great effort and determination 
of the regional assembly in Murcia, along with the lack of precedents for 
meetings ot this type, made possible the prediction that it would be very 
difticult to turn the meeting into something useful. Convocations of this 
type, common in several European countries, have the purpose of letting the 
presidents ot the autonomous legislative assemblies exchange experiences in 
the tunctioning and organization of these assemblies and take positions on 
aspects of their legislative capacity. 


It was with that objective that the participants went to Cartagena for what 
was to be the tirst meeting of parliamentary presidents of the autonomous 
communities. Some of them, as in the case of the presidents of the Catalonian 
and Basque parliaments, were even reluctant to confirm their attendance, 
suspicious ot the anticipated program that they received 15 days earlier and 
of the denomination "regional parliaments" included in the convocation's 
title. 


The fact that most of the useful time of the Cartagena meeting's two sessions 
was dedicated to the reading of reports and statements, many of them 
doctrinal in nature and read by state lawyers and legal experts of the 
Zeneral Cortes, noticeably reduced the dialog between the presidents of the 
autonomous parliaments.

INTENSIFIED GOVERNMENT EFFORTS TOWARD LATIN AMERICA

[Text] The socialist government is going to strengthen 
its political presence in Latin America. Luis Yanez, 
president of the Ibero-American Cooperation Institute 
[ICL], described yesterday during a press conference 
some of the features of that ideological penetration, 
aimed at extending Marxism in the continent. Felipe 
Gonzalez, the prime minister, as vice president of the 
International Socialist organization responsible for 
sponsoring the Nicaraguan Sandinist revolution, has 
maintained, as is known, close relations with Marxist 
movements which are using violence to achieve socialism, 
Or are already in power, as in Cuba. 


Although the key to this ideological strategy was not made known by Luis 

Yanez, his statements revealed some significant elements of the PSOE 

[Spanish Workers Socialist Party]'s intention of strengthening its relations 

with Ibero-America. For example, Yanez differentiated between "democratic" 

nations and "those where there are fascist dictatorships." He did not say 

that the socialist government would behave differently toward each of them . 
but he did say "that relations with those countries which advocate ideas 


which are closer to ours will be easier." 


Especially revealing is the explanation he gave regarding the serious 

conflict situation in the area; according to Yanez the source of tensions 
“are not due to alleged Soviet influences, as the Americans say, but is the 
socio-economic situation." Thus for the president of ICI the notorious and 


unconcealed interference by the USSR does not exist. 


Evidence of the importance that Yanez places on his strategy in his announce- 
ment of the establishment of a Secretariat of State for Cooperation, the 
possible increase from 1.3 to 2 billion pesetas in the ICI budget and the 
possibility for Spanish youths to substitute cooperative work in Latin America 


for military service.

Yanez also said that the ICI should promote cooperation with Latin America by 
governmenta’. and private agencies, since it is a task for the entire 
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population. He said, "We want there to be a common strategy. ICI has the 
advantage of being an autonomous body. This allows it to maneuver with more 
ease but it has an absolute connection with the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
He said that he intended to visit the Latin American countries in 1¥83 in

Defense Minister Anders Thunborg denied that sales of Swedish Draken aircraft 
or tanks were discussed.

NAVY, AIR FORCE PARTICIPATE IN 'CONTEX 83' MANEUVERS

/Text/ With the execution of various attack operations carried out by two 
teams of Fiat G-9l aircraft, the Portuguese Air Force (FAP) began its active 


participation in the "CONTEX 83" exercise on 3 February. We gave advance 
notice of this in our article of 1 February. "CONTEX 83" is being conducted 


along the central strip of our country's west coast. 


The attacks staged at the beginning by the Fiat G-91 aircraft operating out 
of Montijo airbase have provided FAP pilots with an opportunity to make a 
big improvement in their execution of combat operations in a sea environment. 
At the same time, moreover, Portuguese naval units engaged in the exercise 
have been afforded a chance to test their antiaircraft defense capabilities. 


Besides the Fiat G-9l aircraft, other FAP naval aircraft are actively partici- 
pating in CONTEX 63," integrated either into the "Blue Forces" or the 

"Orange Forces" (the latter representing the enemy). In this context, the 
"Blue Forces" are relying on the support of Hercules C-130 aircraft for sea 
patrol and reconnaissance missions while Puma SA-330 helicopters carry out 
suspended-cargo transport missions in giving logistical support to the opera- 
tions being carried out by naval units. 


Aerial units from Monte Real air base were also involved on 3 February. 
Specifically, these were supersonic T-38 aircraft engaging in aerial 

defense missions in coordination with naval f-rces. The "Orange Forces," 
which on 3 February included just the Fiat G-9l1 aircraft, will also be rely- 
ing on two teams of "Corsair" A7-P aircraft. The Corsairs are naval aircraft 
especially suited for operations in a sea environment and they are equipped 
with sophisticated navigation and computerized firing systems. 


"CONTEX 835"' which will continue until 9 February along the Portuguese coast 
between the 38th parallel (off Sines) and the 40th parallel (off Figueira da 
Foz), is an exercise included in the operations plan of the Continental Naval 
Command. The exercise was jointly planned with the Air Force Operational 
Comma: for the purpose of improving procedures and efficiency in coordinating 
joint defense actions of the navy and air force.

Through these three orders, those in charge of 
META seek greater efficiency of the Army, tor which purpose, at the start, 
the new rules empower the captains general to become the operational heads

Before these projections and taking probable threats into account, META also 
plans the military reorganization of the territory. For this purpose, DEMA 
anticipates that in each military region or division there should be available 
a unit adequate to respond to the corresponding theoretical threat. Hased 

on this plan those responsible for drafting the territorial division want 

the existing new military regions--besides the two captaincies of the 
Balearic and Canary Islands--to be reduced to five or six territorial divi- 
sions located in central Spain, southern Spain, eastern Spain, the Cantabrian 
corner, and the Pyrenees. Whether the number will be five or six territorial 
divisions will depend--according to responsible sources-—-on whether the zone 
adjacent to the Pyrenees will be organized as a single military division or 


as two. 


his territorial reorganization, which will have to be discussed in the 

Cortes, can involve problems of a political nature stemming from the delimit- 
ing of the new divisions and whether they coincide or not with the territories 
of the autonomous communities. The selection of the appropriate city as the 
seat of a division can also entail jurisdictional problems between /provincial/ 
capitals such as Zaragoza and Barcelona, Seville and Granada, Valladolid and 


La Coruna, and so on. 





Regarding the materiel modernization plans of the army, the MATE subplan 
includes, among its principal projects, the improvement of antiair defense 
with the acquisition of low-altitude missiles, valued at about 33 billion 
pesetas--with the missiles preferably located in the eastern zone and the 
Straits of Gibraltar region--the beefing up of antitank defense of Ceuta and 
Melilla, the improvement of the armored, mountain, and communications units, 
as well as the units assigned to so-called electronic warfare. 


As for the APER and ORDE subplans, the former is limited to including the 
Army's annual activities while the latter covers the legal implementation of 
each of the advances of the META plan. Once these plans are applied, those in 
charge of META are of the opinion that Spain will have "a small but more mobile 
and effective army than the existing one. We should have a more powerful 
army,'' it was stated, "but the plans have had to be adapted to the economic 
resources available to us." 
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
